Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of Montana, at the hour of 
12:00 noon, the House of Representatives of the Thirtieth Legislative As- 
sembly of the State of Montana was calied to order by the Honorable Sam 
W. Mitchell, Secretary of the State of Montana. 


The Secretary of State then appointed Reverend Edward Smith of 
Bozeman, Montana, Temporary Chaplain; E. J. Mo of Helena, Montana, 
Temporary Sergeant-at-Arms; Lewis R. Knox of Helena, Montana, Tem- 
porary Chief Clerk; Miss Wilder Porter of Billings, Montana, Temporary 
Journal Clerk. 


The Secretary of State then made a short personal talk. 
Invocation by the Reverend Edward Smith. 


The Chief Clerk called the roll and the members presented their cer- 
tificates of election. é 


The Honorable Lee Metcalf, Associate Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Montana, having been introduced by the Secretary of State, administered 
the following oath: 


“T do solemnly swear that I will support, protect and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the State of Mon- 
tana, and that I will discharge the duties of my office wih fidelity; that I 
have not paid or contributed, or promised to pay or contribute, either 
directly or indirectly, any money or other valuable thing to procure my 
nomination or election except for necessary and .proper expenses expressly 
authorized by law; that I have not knowingly violated any election law of

Report: To His Excellency, Sam C. Ford, Governor, the State Board of 
Examiners, and the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 
from the Post War Planning and Construction Commission. Adopted July 
15th, 1946. 


To His Excellency, Sam C. Ford, Governor, 
The State Board of Examiners, and 

The Thirtieth Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Montana. 


Upon the convening of the 29th Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Montana it was ascertained that the General Fund of the State of Montana 
contained a surplus of about five millions of. dollars. This was a situation 
which was unique in the History of Montana, and in consequence the 
Legislature was faced with a number of proposals for the use of these 
funds. As the Session progressed questions concerning the right to the 
use of these funds.were raised. An appropriation was made specifically 
providing that the money was to come from the Surplus in the General 
Fund. This Bill was passed by both houses and signed by the Governor, 
(Chapter 2, 29th Session Laws). Promptly an action was commenced to 
test the constiiutionality of the law and the Supreme Court of the State 
of Montana upheld the validity of the Act, thus clearing the way for the 
use of such surplus for general State purposes. : 


We were engaged in a War. Manpower was short. Many maierials 
were rationed and most building materials were not to be had. Widespread 
unemployment following termination of the war was predicted and gen- 
erally anticipated. This specter of future unemployment and the then short- 
age of manpower and materials convinced the Legislature that it was no 
time to embark on any program which would further aggravate these 
shortages. 


These conditions resulted in the enactment and approval of House Bill 
329, now Chapter 148 of the Laws of the 29th Legislative Assembly. 


This law has for its purpose the creation of a post war planning and 
construction reserve fund of four and one-half million dollars remaining 
in the general fund surplus for use in the post-war period for relief of the 
expected unemployment, and to set up a commission to study the needs 
of the State and make recommendations for specific appropriation from 
such fund. 


The law provides for a commission consisting of eleven members, 
whose duties include the power to invest all moneys of the fund and to 
make studies, plans, and surveys for needed and necessary post-war con- 
struction, improvements, and developments in, and about all institutions 
and buildings owned or operated by the State of Montana, and water con- 
servation projects ... . to the end that the design... . advisability of 
construction, cost and employment possibilities may be determined in 
advance and such information be made available for consideration at the 
proper time by our legislative bodies. 


This work has been done and the report, herewith, describes the method 
of ascertaining the needs of the different institutions, the care with which 
the requirements were considered, and a complete Oe us for the ex- 
penditure of available funds. 
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The members of the Commission thus created were appointed and met 
for the first time in Helena, on June 9th, 1945. At this meeting the Com- 
mission elected E. A. Blenkner, Vice Chairman, and authorized the invest- 
ment of available funds and the sum of $4,000,000.00 in United States 
Treasury Certificates of Indebtedness, bearing interest at the rate of %th 
pér centum were purchased, such bonds to be converted to cash as and 
when required. This investment, pending the time when the money is 
needed will yield $35,000.00 per annum, or three times the amount appro- 
priated for administrative purposes. 


At this meeting it was also decided to call upon the heads of all state 
institutions and departments for reports as to their needs and require- 
ments together with an estimate of the cost of each. 


The Commission found the several administrative heads extremely co- 
operative. When all the requests had been received the Commission was 
confronted with requests totaling in excess of thirteen millions of dollars. 


When all requests had been received the Governor called the Com- 
mission together on August 31st, 1945. The several requests were divided 
into two classes viz:—(1) deferred maintenance and replacements; and 
(2) new construction. At this meeting the Commission adopted the policy 
of recommending the modernization and rehabilitation of state owned build- 
ings and structures before new construction would be recommended. 


In order to determine which requests should be recommended it was 
decided that the Commission should inspect the various institutions. 


Accordingly the Commission or Sub-Committees inspected the several 
institutions and gained first hand information of the condition and re- 
quirements of each. The tour of inspection by the Commission, consumed 
the entire week of September 30th to October 7th, 1945. 


Upon the occasion of these inspections the head of each institution 
was advised of the policy of the Commission and invited to submit a re- 
vised list of requests based on that policy. 


When these revised requests had all been received, assembled and 
tabulated the Commission met again in Helena, and for two days studied 
the requests and made tentative allocations. However, it was apparent 
that before a complete allocation of funds could be made certain technical, 
statistical, and engineering data would be required. This was accomplished 
by calling on various state departments capable of supplying such informa- 
tion and the Commission wishes to acknowledge the most hearty coopera- 
tion and help from all such departments. This data was secured from the 
following state departments: Office of the State Examiners, Engineering 
Department of the State College at Bozeman. Attorney General, Water 
Conservation Board, State Board of Health, State Board of Examiners, 
and the heads of several institutions and the Chancellor of the Greater 
University of Montana. 


After all desired information had been assembled and tabulated the 
Commission met again in Helena, May 6th, 1946. and remained in session 
for three full days. The following table shows allocations recommended:

No allocation of funds was made to the State Hospital for Insane at 
Warm Springs for the reason that there remains in the Building Fund of 
that institution the sum of $415,000.00, and for the further reason that the 
29th Legislative Assembly by Chapter 182 of the Laws of the 29th Legisla- 
tive Assembly authorized the submission of a $2,000,000.00 bond issue to the 
people of the State of Montana, which the Commission feels will be ap- 
proved and which will amply provide for the needs of that institution. 


The Commission is of the opinion that any of the requests which were 
denied because of lack of funds are very desirable, if not essential. It is 
apparent that a long range construction program will be necessary to meet 
the growing demands and needs of our State and its institutions. 


Recommended appropriations will yield the full amount thereof for 
actual replacements or construction and are not subject to any deductions 
for engineering or architectural fees, since $250,000.00 is specifically set 
aside for that purpose. 


The Commission has at all times maintained close liaison with the 
Employment Compensation Commission, Federal Agencies concerned and 
suppliers of material, in its desire to have plans and recommendations com- 
pleted by the time labor and materials are readily available.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT 


To His Excellency, Sam C. Ford, Governor, the State Board of Examiners, 
and the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, from 
the Post War Planning and Construction Commission. Adopted Novem- 
ber 12th, 1946. 
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To His Excellency, Sam C. Ford, Governor 
The State Board of Examiners, and 

The Thirtieth Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Montana. 


At a meeting held August 17th, 1946 the Commission adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


“THAT WHEREAS The Commission is authorized and directed by the 
provisions of Chapter 148, Laws of 1945 to make studies for a long range 
post-war building program at the several state institutions; and 


WHEREAS the result of the studies heretofore made, the Commission 
has determined and does hereby determine that it is necessary that adequate 
campus building plans be prepared for the purpose of intergrating new 
buildings with existing structures, together with plates or diagrams show- 


ing water and sewage lines and other needed building services at Montana’ 


State University at Missoula, Montana State College at Bozeman, Northern 
Montana College at Havre, Eastern Montana Normal College at Bil- 
lings; and, 


WHEREAS it is necessary that architects or engineers be employed 
for such purpose before plans and specifications can be prepared for new 
construction at the institutions set forth. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Commission recom- 
mend and requests that the State Board of Examiners of the State of 
Montana employ a competent and experienced architect or engineer to 
prepare suitable long range campus building plans for the purpose of 
intergrating new buildings with existing structures together with plats and 
diagrams showing water and sewage lines and other needed building services 
at Montana State University, Missoula; Montana State College, Bozeman; 
Northern Montana College, Havre; Eastern Montana Normal College, 
Billings.” 


At another meeting held November 12th, 1946, the supervising architect, 
local architect and members of the State Board of Examiners met with the 
Commission and discussed the advisability of an addition to the Capitol 
Building for office purposes and alternate propositions for a separate office 
building. 


Mr. Blenkner moved, “To amend the final report to His Excellency, Sam 
C. Ford, Governor, the State Board of Examiners, and the Thirtieth Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the State of Montana, adopted July 15th, 1946, by striking 
page 8 under the heading State Capitol, the following words, ‘addition to 
the capitol building and furnishings’, and replacing with the following 


words, ‘separate office building’,” motion carried. 


After discussion the Commission passed the following motion: Mr. 
Richardson moved, “That we recommend the construction of a separate 
office building”, rather than an addition to the capitol building, motion 
carried. 


After discussion it appeared to the Commission that the sum of $550,- 
000.00 allocated from the Post War Planning and Construction Funds 
would be insufficient to construct a suitable office building. The following 
motion was passed: 


Mr. Keeley moved, “That we request the Legislature to authorize the 
State Board of Examiners to issue $450,000.00 in bonds against the capitol 
land grant to supplement the funds available and that we proceed on that 
basis and recommend the construction of a $1,000,000.00 separate office 
building, and recommend to the Board of Examiners that they request 
Mr. Paul Jones, supervising architect to draw plans.” 


ee 
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The State Board of Examiners were requested to secure options on 
suitable real estate adjacent to the capitol grounds for the location of the 
separate office building.

Report adopted. 


A Committee from the Honorable Senate, Senators Liggett, Manning 
and Toman, informed the House that the Senate was ready to meet in 
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Joint Session for the purpose of hearing the message of His Excellency, 
the Governor. 


Sergeant-at-Arms announced the Honorable Senate. 


The President of the Senate in the Chair, the Joint Session was called 
to Order. 


The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate. 
The Chief Clerk called the roll of the House. 
A quorum of both Houses being present, the Joint Session convened. 


It was moved by Senator Burke of Yellowstone, duly seconded, and 
carried, that a Committee of five, two members of the Senate and three 
‘members of the House be appointed to inform the Governor that the Senate 
and House of Representatives have convened in Joint Assembly and are 
ready to hear his message. 


The President of the Senate thereupon appointed Senator Gosman and 
Senator Wilson and Representatives Armstrong, Chaffin and James to 
inform the Governor that the Legislative Assembly was ready to hear 
his message. 


His Excellency, Governor Sam C. Ford, then appeared and, upon being 
escorted to the Chief Clerk’s desk, was introduced by the President of the 
Senate and delivered the following message: 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and members of the Thirtieth Legislative 
Assembly: 


When the representatives of the people of Montana met here two 
years ago to exercise the lawmaking functions of this great commonwealth 
and through legislative pronouncement give direction to State policy, this 
nation and her allies had yet to achieve full military victory as men who 
loved liberty more than life fought against aggressors who would enslave 
the world with the sword and conspired to put all peoples in economic and 
political bondage. 


Military victory over these enemies of a free world was on the horizon. 
Also on the horizon, but far less clear as to scope, definitions and the 
mechanics of solution, were the problems we must inevitably face with 
the beginning of the post-war period. We could not then have a precise 
formula for meeting these problems, but so far as experience permitted us 
to look into the future, we tried to anticipate some of the needs that we 
must encounter. We could not but be aware that even though this State 
would not be ravished by shell and bomb, we could not escape involvement 
in this aftermath of devastation. We knew that when the armed power 
of the enemy had been broken, much of the world would be in economic 
ruin, and that amid devastation, social disruption and frustrated faith, men 
of good will would have to try to build again. Even today, though Hitler 
is gone and Hirohito is impotent, the hope for a just and secure peace in 
the world is not reassuring. 


Our concern in Montana in 1945 was to do what might then be done to 
anticipate the problems of reconversion from war to a peacetime economy. 
Our concern was for the welfare of the men and women of Montana who 
put on the uniform of their country and would return, seeking opportunities 
to reorder their lives and establish themselves in civilian pursuits. We 
were concerned about providing employment. As a State Government, we 
believed we should provide public works that would give jobs and prove 
a age to industry and business until more normal conditions could 
prevail. 


The Twenty-ninth Legislative Assembly took steps in anticipation of 
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immediate post-war needs. As to directly aiding war veterans, the Assembly 
provided more amply for the Veteran’s Welfare Commission and made it 
possible for our University Units to cooperate with the Federal Govern- 
ment in offering educational opportunities. Public works programs were 
authorized, including highway construction, for which the people in 1945 
voted a $12,000,000 bond issue. Counties and cities were permitted to make 
special levies to set up reserves for post-war street and road condition. 
Funds were earmarked for construction and improvement of State Buildings. 


These were some of the steps that were taken. But even now the 
needs are far from certain. And yet there are basic considerations, some 
of them existing before the war and despite the war, which merit our atten- 
tion at this time. Improving our State government to make it function 
more efficiently for all the people has always been a challenge, and it is 
especially so now as we go into a period which will demand all the fore- 
sight of which we as a State are capable. 


REORGANIZATION 


May I emphasize, as I have emphasized in my former messages to the 
Legislative Assembly, that reorganization and streamlining of our state 
government has become a necessity, if we are to have due regard for 
the most beneficial expenditure of the tax dollar and, I might say, for the 
most beneficial administration in the interests of every citizen. 


If there were no other argument for modernizing State administra- 
tion, the mounting cost of operations would alone justify this action. The 
last few years have been fortunate ones for the State Treasury. Prosperity 
has been general. Tax delinquencies have been cleaned up. In five years 
it has not been necessary to make a State general fund tax levy. But 
today, with rapidly increasing costs, revenues for the current fiscal year 
will barely exceed expenditures, and further increases are certain during 
the next two years. Consequently, if we are to operate within our means, 
the pile-up of duplicating efforts and services must be eliminated. 


The Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly authorized a comprehensive 
study of the organization structure of the State government for the purpose 
of developing a program of improvement and economy to simplify and 
modernize the organization and procedures of the State. The study was 
made and recommendations were submitted to the Twenty-eighth Legisla- 
tive Assembly. It is my hope that during the present session the study 
and recommendations will be re-examined to the end that modern business 
methods may be adopted. In my opinion, this is one of the most important 
problems before the session. 


LEGISLATIVE ORGANIZATION 


The Legislatures of a number of states have included Legislative Re- 
organization within the scope of modernizing the governmental structure. 
Congress has adopted a reorganization plan, effective with the current 
session, which among other things reduces the number of committees. It 
appears to be the conclusion of most authorities who have studied the 
question that Legislative bodies have a tendency to become overbalanced 
with committees, resulting in inefficiency and cumbersome procedure. Aware 
that Montana Legislative sessions have for several years considered steps 
to make its own organization more workable, I do not hesitate to commend 
the extension of this enterprise to your attention. 


SALARIES 


In these days of skyrocketing costs and inflationary prices, the salaries 
paid our State Officials, Justices of the Supreme Court and District Court 
Judges are inadequate. On the basis of the purchasing power of the 
dollar, these salaries have been in effect drastically cut. Their readjust- 
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ment to bring them more in line with living costs and a fairer value of the 
services rendered is urgent in the best interests of the State. 


In recognition of the increased cost of living, and as a matter of 
necessity if many of our more competent employees were to be kept, the 
State Board of Examiners has increased the salaries of the State Personnel 
generally. It is obvious, however, that salaries fixed by law, especially the 
salaries of the officials mentioned, cannot be increased except through 
legislative action. 


TAX LAWS 


Consistent with modernizing of the administrative structure of the 
State Government is an examination of the tax laws. Montana’s tax laws 
have not been revised since 1921, although meanwhile additional revenue 
acts have been passed and various changes made. In my opinion, the 
State’s whole tax structure should be carefully reappraised. Accordingly, 
I recommend that a committee, adequately financed and with ample scope 
for its inquiries, be set up to study the tax structures and report its findings 
to the next Legislature. 


CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM 


Your deliberations during these sixty days will include questions of 
State policy as to public works, and I know that in considering these mat- 
ters you will have in mind that permanent benefit the people of the state 
will get from the capital investment of State funds, as well as the im- 
mediate effect through giving employment and helping business. 


This Assembly has before it the report of the State Post-War Planning 
and Construction Commission. This Commission was part of a program 
formulated by the Twenty-ninth Legislative Assembly. The Assembly im- 
pounded approximately $4,500,000 of a general fund surplus as a post-war 
construction program and authorized appointment of a Commission to 
study the needs and make recommendations. The program included neces- 
sary improvements and construction at State institutions and assistance 
to the State Water Conservation Board in establishing or expanding 
projects to bring more land under irrigation. 


Three members of the Senate and three of the House were members 
of the Commission. Meetings were held at frequent intervals, and State 
institutions were visited to get intimate details of needs. Requests for 
funds were balanced against money which it was expected the 1947 Legisla- 
ture would appropriate. It was conclusive that the $4,500,000 would permit 
little more than making the most imperative improvements to prevent 
further deterioration of physical plants, whether more extensive financing 
to meet present and anticipated requirements should be undertaken will 
no doubt be considered by this Assembly in connection with the Com- 
mission’s report. 


The money impounded in the Post-War Construction fund is not all 
the money presently available for State Construction. A State office build- 
ing on the capitol grounds is contemplated, but this can possibly be 
financed in part from the State capitol land grant. Already authorized for 
construction from the income from this fund is the veterans’ and pioneers’ 
memorial building in Helena. It is believed that by the beginning of the 
next fiscal year the surplus in the capitol land grant fund will be suf- 
ficient for this structure. 


STATE HOSPITAL 


The urgency of improving and enlarging facilities at the State Hos- 
pital for the Insane has been recognized by the people of Montana for 
years. In 1940 the voters authorized $500,000 bond issue for the institution. 
Because of the war, little of this could be utilized. However, a contract 
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has been entered into for the construction of a dormitory which will greatly 
improve conditions at the institution. 


In 1945 the Legislature again gave close attention to the needs at 
Warm Springs and took steps calculated to relieve the situation. One of 
its actions was submission to the voters at last year’s election of Refer- 
endum 50, a $2,000,000 bond issue. The bond issue was authorized. The 
act is not self-executing, and legislation is necessary to carry out its 
provisions. 


HOME FOR AGED 


For several years there has been a growing feeling that aged persons 
at Warm Springs, who are not insane but have been committed to the 
Hosital, should be in an institution removed from Warm Springs. I believe 
that in considering the Warm Springs situation a study by this Assembly 
of a separate institution for seniles is appropriate. 


MISSOURI RIVER DEVELOPMENT 


The fullest feasible development of the State’s water resources for 
the benefit of the people of Montana is of vast importance as we enter the 
post-war period. Substantial progress has been made in Missouri River 
Development, and it has been made in such a way that the rights of the 
people of Montana are protected. Authority plans under which super- 
states dominating our great river basins have been fought off, and I am 
sure I express the sentiment of a large majority of Montana citizens 
when I say that Montana will continue to successfully meet the threat of 
super-state government every time it appears. 


WATER CONSERVATION BOARD 


The State Water Conservation Board has continued to cooperate with 
various Federal agencies in a development plan for reclamation of a 
substantial acreage. Like other states, Montana has been handicapped by 
lack of manpower, equipment, and supplies, but the engineering has been 
done and projects ready for construction as soon as conditions permit. 
Adequate financial provision so that the Board can proceed with projects 
that are economically sound merits your consideration. 


RURAL ELECTRIFICATION 


Satisfactory progress is being made in rural electrification in Mon- 
tana. As you know the personnel of the Water Conservation Board is also 
that of the Rural Electrification Board and of the State Planning Com- 
mission. I am sure we are all in accord that so far as possible electric 
service should be extended to every farm in the State. 


INTERNATIONAL STREAMS 


More adequate information on the water volume of international 
streams to which Montana and the Dominion of Canada both have elaim is 
essential if Montana is to be assured of her fair share of these waters. 
Canadian authorities have made studies of the flow of these streams for 
a number of years, but Montana and the United States have made virtually 
no corresponding studies and have had to depend on Canadian data. An 
appropriation through which stream flow studies could be made and a 
survey of all streams which cross the border of Montana and Canada would 
serve the interests of Montana. 


INDUSTRIAL SURVEY 


It is obvious that if Montana is ever to be more than a producer of raw 
materials that are to be processed elsewhere, business and industry in 
this State must be expanded to take full advantage for the benefit of 
Montana people of the resources with which this State is so abundantly 
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blessed. Accordingly, I believe, the Legislature could implement Montana’s 
opportunity by setting-up in an existing State Agency an Industrial Com- 
mission to make a study and survey of the State’s resources and industrial 
and business possibilities and distribute the result thereof to those who 
may be seeking new fields of endeavor. 


ADVERTISING MONTANA ' 


If we believe that in natural resources Montana has an impressive 
appeal to persons, industries and business organizations seeking new fields, 
and if we appreciate the value of our scenery, recreational opportunities 
and climate as an attraction to visitors we are perhaps conscious of the 
need for advertising Montana more extensively. The tourist business is 
big business, and now when the whole nation is eager to travel, it would 
be good business for Montana to advertise the matchless scenery and 
recreation we have to offer. Hence, I strongly urge appropriation of 
$100,000 for each year of the coming biennium to advertise Montana as it 
should be advertised. 


EDUCATION 


Another post-war situation Montana must face is that of education. 
It is a problem of magnitude, but it is an old problem now more acute be- 
cause of economic factors. It concerns elementary and secondary schools, 
and it concerns the University system. Each has its own specific diffi- 
culties, but in the composite it is a situation in which the right of every 
child to a reasonable education is the real issue which I commend to your 
consideration. 


The greatest single factor in the development of any state is its popula- 
tion, and within that population one of the most important factors is 
that of the young people. If Montana, for example, is to be developed, it 
will be developed by the people who have the intelligence, the vision and 
the courage to undertake new and difficult enterprises. 


Every citizen must have faith in the future of our State, confidence in 
our ability to achieve in a technical and social capacity for success. If 
Montana is to be developed, we must give our young people adequate oppor- 
tunities to make the most of their individual endowments, and we must 
influence them to remain in the State and contribute their lives to its de- 
velopment. It is for this reason that I maintain that of all Montana’s 
resources the young people are easily the greatest. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Our public school system has reached a crisis. Every child in the 
State, whether residing in the rural areas or in the larger cities or towns, 
is entitled to equal educational opportunities, but unfortunately that con- 
dition does not exist. 


Many of our school districts, due to low valuations of property, cannot 
adequately finance their school. In all too many cases, teachers’ salaries 
are miserably low, which has resulted in our teachers leaving their chosen 
field for employment in business and industry. The number of recruits to 
the profession is not sufficient to properly staff our schools. 


A different system of financing and organization must be devised if 
we fulfill our obligation to the children of the State. 


The Twenty-ninth Legislative Assembly recognized this problem by 
authorizing the appointment of a Public Elementary and Secondary School 
System Committee to make “a careful study of conditions existing in all 
classes of schools in the State, pertaining to the problems as to standards 
and courses of study of said schools, financing, maintenance, transporta- 
tion and supervision.” . 
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This Committee, without State-appropriated funds, and at much per- 
sonal expense of time, money and effort, met many times to study condi- 
tions of our school system and has outlined a program that in the opinion 
of those who have given it close consideration offers, if approved, a sim- 
plified, broadened, modernized and equitable foundation to provide proper 
educational advantages to our children. 


The report of the Committee on a subject so vital to the welfare of 
Montana and its future citizenry is deserving of the closest scrutiny of 
this body and its recommendations are worthy of your most thoughtful 
consideration, divorced from all political, partisan and selfish ideas that 
too frequently infiltrate matter relating to our schools. 


HIGHER EDUCATION 


The educational problem of our young people in Montana does not end 
with the elementary and secondary schools. The problem extends into 
the field of higher education, and too often it means that the youth is lost 
to Montana, which is a loss the future of Montana cannot afford. 


In Montana we have no really large cities, relatively few large indus- 
tries, and in Montana’s status of development opportunities seem: limited 
compared with other states. Moreover, a considerable portion of our young 
people in the past have left the State for their general, professional and 
technical training. Having left the State for their education, many have 
not returned. To provide so far as we can the education our young people 
want and the opportunities in life they seek is a challenge Montana needs 
to face. The challenge is whether we shall provide such financial and 
other support for the University of Montana that the offerings at each 
of the units will meet the high levels of accrediting standards recognized 
throughout the nation and the world. 


In this post-war period, higher education in Montana, as in the United 
States generally, is confronted with unprecedented demands. Increased 
enrollments, due primarily to the registration of returned veterans in 
overwhelming numbers and secendarily to the ever-growing belief by 
youth in the value of education as a life-long investment, have created 
housing and staffing problems of which the public is but partially aware. 


Despite many difficulties and disappointing delays, considerable prog- 
ress has been made to provide temporary housing for students. Housing 
of a permanent type remains one of the problems for future solution at 
each unit of the University. 


Increased enrollments are also taxing the library, classroom and lab- 
oratory facilities. Federal aid was recently made available to procure 
temporary buildings which will add to the present instructional capacity. 
These buildings, however, must be considered merely as an expediency 
in the present emergencies, as a stop gap until more suitable accommoda- 
tions can be obtained. 


The University has long been in need of facilities which can be pro- 
vided only by an extensive and extended program that will place on the 
several campuses permanent buildings to serve the functions of the 
institutions. 


It is recommended that the Legislature consider this problem care- 
fully to determine whether adequate funds to finance a building program 
can be made available over the next several years or whether it is advisable 
to ask the citizens of the State to vote bonds sufficient for this purpose. 
It is a quarter of a century since Montana last provided means for the 
physical development of the University. Until the necessary buildings are 
constructed, teachers will continue to be handicapped in their instruction, 
and students will be denied modern facilities and equipment for their 
training. 


STS 
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It is particularly appropriate to focus attention on the problem of 
recruiting and retraining personnel to instruct the unprecedented number 
of students that crowd to the campuses. The effectiveness of education 
depends on the quality of teaching as well as upon the application and 
ability of the learner. If able men and women are attracted to and re- 
tained by the University, there must be more adequate compensation for 
those who teach. Over-crowded classrooms, heavy teaching schedules and 
the high cost of living are driving men into more lucrative occupations. 
There is a shortage of University instructors as there is of elementary 
school teachers. The University of Montana is in direct competition for 
instructors with large and better supported institutions of higher learning. 
In the last analysis, the teacher is the heart of the educational system. 
Additional appropriations are also necessary for increased salaries for 
other employees within the University system. 


Never has there been a time when the stability and progress of the 
State and nation have depended more upon the soundness and effectiveness 
of the education program than the present. The grave crisis in higher 
education, due largely to limited support, calls for prompt action if per- 
manent injury to our institutions is to be averted. 


MILLAGE TAX 


When we consider the taxable property valuation of Montana and the 
maximum three and one-half mills that may be levied under the University 
millage tax, it is obvious that under the present law sufficient funds can- 
not be obtained to maintain the University of Montana. 


While there are fields of higher education which we know Montana 
cannot afford to offer, we also know there are fields of learning at the 
college and university level which we cannot afford to drop. 


It is recommended, therefore, that the Legislature study the problem 
of University finance for the purpose of determining the millage rate neces- 
sary to obtain adequate support for the University. A bill indicating the 
maximum rate that may be levied and, preferably, not limited to a specific 
term of years, should be passed and referred to the voters at the 1948 
general election. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 


The whole field of social security merits your study. Two years ago 
I told the Legislature that I believed the time had come for strengthening 
our social security laws. I now reiterate that belief. Changes in economic 
levels and in living costs have rendered almost obsolete some of the pro- 
visions of the unemployment compensation law. We are now in a position 
where we can, with prudence and foresight, remedy some of these short- 
comings. 


I earnestly recommend that your attention be directed to such correc- 
tive measures, unless Montana takes adequate steps in that direction, it is 
likely that these same steps will be taken on a Federal basis, and we shall 
then have more invasion of local and State governmental fields and more 
domination of the lives of our people by Federal bureaus, commissions 


-and agencies. 


The Employment Service was returned to the State on November 15. 
We now have an opportunity to improve this service with some measure 
of local control. 


UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION 


Unemployment compensation is the bridge by which society attempts 
to convey a worker from his most recent job to his next job. In Montana 
it has served as a cushion against the shock of sudden lack of employment 
for many thousands of workers, but it is still shackled by the terms of 
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“before the war’ economy and should be carefully examined to decide 
what changes are warranted by present conditions. 


One change, you may find, would be to extend the coverage of unem- 
ployment compensation to those forms of employment which are now ex- 
cluded. Loss of a job by such workers may prove just as disastrous, and 
be as embarrassing to our social structure, as the loss of work by the 
miner or the mechanic or the salesman, who is now protected. 


Another phase meriting your study is the maximum and minimum 
amounts of unemployment benefits payable and the duration for which 
they are payable. The present law fixes $15.00 as the highest reimburse- 
ment for a week of unemployment, and a minimum of $5.00 as the lowest 
amount. It stipulates that benefits shall be limited to sixteen weeks of a 
benefit year. These provisions come down to us from 1939. You may 
find these figures are too low under present conditions. 


SICKNESS INSURANCE 


I have previously recommended that Montana take steps to safeguard 
its workers when their pay check stops because. of illness or disability. 
This should be made another phase of unemployment compensation and 
should be built upon the same structure as to duration, benefit amounts 
and requirements. 


Sick or disabled workers are in greater need than those in full health. 
We should remember that the disabled worker and his family have heavier 
expense, in addition to the loss of wages, than is the case with the worker 
who is out of work but is able to work. 


Upon the framework of the present unemployment compensation plan, 
we can devise a simple, workable and not too expensive plan to provide 
sickness benefits to bridge the weeks such a worker is unemployed. 


I submit that a reasonable liberalization of our present laws for un- 
employment benefits can be made effective within the present tax struc- 
ture. In its ten years of operation, the Unemployment Compensation Com- 
mission’s trust fund has grown to the respectable total balance of around 
$23,000,000. Those years have included times of maximum unemployment, 
prior to 1941, and a war period during which there was a maximum of 
employment. 


It is my belief that Montana should protect and maintain an adequate 
reserve in its unemployment fund and be prepared for a period of economic 
stress, which we know is liable to confront us at some future date. 


PUBLIC WELFARE 


One of the chief objects of. solicitude by the citizens of Montana is 
for the needy aged, the blind and neglected and dependent children. Al- 
though financial aid in their behalf, administered by the State Department 
of Public Welfare, has steadily increased during the last few years, it is 
obvious that mounting living costs have off-set the additional help they 
receive from public disbursements. 


Average monthly allowances to the aged grew from $19.46 in January, 
1941, to $36.90 in December 1946. For the needy blind the amount increased 
_ from $21.16 in January, 1941, to $89.55 in December, 1946. Payments for 
neglected and dependent children averaged $11.86 in January 1941, com- 
pared with $23.42 last month. On a family basis this amounted to $28.93 
in January 1941, and $62.44 in December, 1946. 


I know you will most sympathetically examine the situation affecting 
these worthy beneficiaries of State assistance and determine whether it is 
possible to enlarge upon this aid. Even at prewar purchasing power of 
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the dollar, the present allowances would be far from adequate in many 
instances. 


HOSPITAL SURVEY 


Among the social services to which the State can deservingly lend its 
support is to a program through the functioning of which hospital facilities 
would be expanded and improved under the provisions of Public Law 725, 
79th Congress. This act was designed to assist the states to survey their 
needs for additional hospital facilities and to develop programs for con- 
struction of facilities to meet these needs. Its purpose can be realized only 
to the extent that the State takes action to initiate and carry out survey 
and construction programs. 


If Montana is to participate in available Federal funds for survey and 
construction of hospital and health center facilities, enabling legislation 
must be enacted. 


HOSPITAL STANDARDS 


Public Law 725 also requires enactment of a hospital standards and 
licensing law before June 30, 1948, for continued Federal aid for hospitals 
and health centers. Such legislation should be broad enough to cover, not 
only hospital and health centers, but maternity homes, homes for foster 
care and homes for the aged, whether public or private. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


Benefits to injured workmen and to widows and children under the 
Montana Workmen’s Compensation law were last increased by the Twenty- 
first Legislative Assembly in 1929. Due to increased living costs, it appears 
that present benefits are insufficient to carry out the intent of the law. I 
recommend an increase in these benefits. 


While the law intends that both employee and employer bear part of 
the burden, and by reason thereof benefits have only been part of the 
weekly wage, the benefit portion, in my opinion, is too low because of 
changes in conditions of which everyone is aware. 


Montana has had thirty years’ experience in workmen’s compensation. 
The original Law was passed in 1915. Administration of the act could be 
made more practical by adoption of amendments providing a method of 
handling a large number of situations never anticipated by the original 
law, but situations which experience has taught us are almost every-day 
occurrences. I, therefore, suggest that the Assembly investigate the de- 
sirability of strengthening the law through amendment with reference to 
administration. 


LABOR DEPARTMENT 


In previous messages to the Legislature, I recommended creation of a 
separate department of labor. I still believe that efficient administration 
of our labor laws cannot consistently be a function of a department whose 
interest is primarily in agriculture. Montana and North Dakota are the 
only remaining states having this illogical combination of governmental 
activities—agriculture and labor—attempting to function as a unit. A 
separate department of labor requires a constitutional amendment. I 
recommend its submission to the voters at the 1948 general election. 


HIGHWAY SAFETY 


Reduction of highway traffic accidents should be of deep concern to 
all our people. It is one of the gravest problems confronting the United 
States today. Traffic accidents have killed more people in this country 
in the last ten years than all the wars in which this nation has engaged. 
In addition, the economic loss to the United States in the last twenty years 
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has been nearly sixty billion dollars or three times the cost of construction 
of all the nation’s highways. 


Unless this epidemic of death, injury and property damage is halted, 
every family in Montana will feel its impact in the next year or two. 


During 1946 160 lives were lost in highway accidents in Montana, and 
1,373 persons were injured. To November 1, there were 2,302 instances of 
property damage with an estimated loss of $473,430. 


DRIVER’S LICENSE LAW 


Montana is cooperating in a national crusade against highway ac- 
cidents. Following the President’s safety conference last spring, two con- 
ferences were held in Montana to which persons from every part of the 
State and every walk in life were invited. The overwhelming majority of 
those participating stressed the need for a driver’s license law in Montana. 


A statewide safety council was tentatively organized, and it was 
recommended that Montana join other states in a state-sponsored safety 
council whose duty it would be to organize local councils and assist the 
State Highway Patrol in its campaign of safety education. 


I believe a driver’s license law modeled after the uniform license act 
prepared by the Public Roads Arministration would be an important step 
in dealing with this alarming situation. I also propose for your considera- 
tion the forming of a state safety council as a means of furthering highway 
safety through education and cooperation. 


AIRPORT GRANTS 


In enacting the Federal Airport Act (Public Law 3877, 79th Congress) 
the national lawmaking body was careful to preserve the long-established, 
successfully operated principle and policy of Federal grants-in-aid ad- 
ministered through the States to political subdivisions or specific projects. 


Public Law 377 permits the Civil Aeronautics Administration to deal 
directly with any and all political subdivisions without reference to the 
states, but Section 9 (b) definitely limits this privilege by providing: 


“Nothing in this act shall authorize the submission of a project appli- 
cation by a municipality or some other public agency which is subject to 
the law of any state if the submission of such project application by such 
municipality or other public agency is prohibited by the law of such state.” 


Montana is interested in preserving this principle. We are interested 
in an adequate system of public airports, intelligently planned, efficiently 
administered and economically financed. It is generally recognized that 
such a system of airports can only be had if this principle of Federal-State 
cooperation involving joint planning, joint financing and joint administra- 
tion is maintained. 


I, therefore, recommend the enactment of legislation specifically re- 
quiring that Federal grants-in-aid for airport construction shall be ex- 
pended in the State only upon receiving the approval of the State Aeronau- 
tics Commission. 


INSURANCE 


A decision by the United States Supreme Court in 1944 opened the 
way to Federal regulation and supervision of the business of insurance, 
theretofore a concern solely of the states. Since the decision was an- 
nounced, the state governments have studied existing State and Federal] 
laws and have examined practices in the business in order to assess fully 
the modifications necessitated by the new status of insurance. Efforts 
to achieve a new balance have been aided by Federal legislative and execu- 
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tive indorsement of the effective state regulation and by suspending until 
January, 1948, of application to the business of most Federal anti-trust 
laws. 


Our laws relative to the regulation of insurance are inadequate, and 
I urge that careful study be made of this subject to the end that legislation 
be enacted assuring adequacy of regulation and continuity of state super- 
vision of the business of insurance. 


RENT CONTROL 


If as indicated, the Federal government terminates its authority to 
fix rent ceilings, I strongly urge that the State set up or preferably clothe 
an existing department with authority to fix rentals in Montana. I am 
convinced that the number of “chiselers” or so-called “racketeers” among 
landlords are relatively few, but in my opinion rent control legislation 
looking to the future should be enacted in the State. Such legislation should 
become effective if and when the Federal government relinquishes rent con- 
trol in every form. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 


In some counties there appears to be little or no effort to enforce 
gambling laws and various moral laws. Flagrant violations and lack of 
enforcement are conducive to disregard and disrespect for all laws and, 
more directly, contribute substantially to juvenile delinquency. In my 
opinion, this situation can be materially improved if the Legislature will 
appropriate funds to be used by the Attorney General for law enforcement 
in counties whose officers fail to meet their duty. 


LIQUOR CONTROL LAWS 


For uniform administration of the Montana Liquor Control Act, beer 
act and retail liquor act, discretionary power in issuing liquor and beer 
licenses should be in the State Liquor Control Board. Because of police 
problems arising from the liquor traffic, this Board should have the 
power to determine after careful investigation whether the issuing of 
any particular license in any county, city or town would cause a police 
problem beyond the capacity of local authorities to cope with, and when 
such a situation is indicated, to deny the application. 


The number of retail beer and liquor licenses has been growing 
rapidly. The 1,485 beer licenses issued in 1946 exceeded those of 1945 by 
288. The number of club beer licenses was 142 last year, a gain of 34 over 
1945, Retail liquor licenses increased 278 in 1946 over the previous year 
and totaled 1,361. Club liquor licenses climbed to 1386 last year, a jump 
of 42 since 1945. 


Experience shows that control of the liquor traffic depends on control 
of the issuing of retail licenses. This control is a police power, and dis- 
eretionary authority should be vested in the State Board to decide when 
and where a license should be issued if a police problem arises. Police 
problems are not peculiar to incorporated cities alone, as a great portion 
of the State’s population lives outside of incorporated cities and towns. 


CLUB LICENSE FEE 


Because of the steady increase in the number of club licenses due to 
the small license fee the clubs have to pay compared with regular retail 
dealers, it seems only fair to the retailers, and also as a revenue pro- 
ducing means, that clubs should pay the same license fees as retail dealers. 
This would solve the club problem to a great extent. 


Decreased supplies because of war conditions required the rationing 
of liquor in Montana so that distribution might be as equitable as possible. 
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This has brought some criticism of the administration of the law by the 
State Liquor Control Board. I suggest that a joint committee be appointed 
to investigate the Board’s policies and administrative functioning. 


FIRE PROTECTION 


The nation has recently been shocked by fires in hotels, apartment 
houses and other buildings, which have taken heavy ‘tolls of life. This 
situation makes pertinent an inquiry by the Legislature into the suffi- 
ciency of fire protection statutes, primarily regarding fire escapes, and 
that such measures be enacted as might be indicated. 


VETERANS’ WELFARE COMMISSION 


In recognition of Montana’s duty to her returned veterans, the 1945 
Legislature broadened the scope of the Veterans’ Welfare Commission 
and provided the financial needs for meeting this enlarged responsibility. 
The Commission has ‘been fully alert to its opportunities for services and 
is rendering this service in many ways. 


The Commission, through its State service officer and field officers, 
is especially helpful to veterans and their families in representing them in 
pressing claims before the Veterans Administration. This has been done 
with notable success. The Commission has been designated as the approval 
agency for on-the-job training in vocations below the apprenticeship level, 
and in this capacity likewise the Commission has demonstrated its ability 
to act for the veteran’s best interests. 


The program assigned to the Commission should be continued at least 
on the present standard. 


STATE INSTITUTIONS 


During the war our State institutions operated as well as could be 
expected due to the shortage of trained and experienced personnel, lack 
of necessary supplies and equipment and other causes over which we had 
no control. There has been some improvement since the termination of 
the war, and it is anticipated that in the near future conditions at all State 
institutions will be greatly improved. 


STATE FINANCES 


The State’s financial condition is good. It is anticipated that at the 
end of the present fiscal year there will be a balance in the general fund 
in excess of one million dollars. However, we should have in mind that 
the cost of operating the State government efficiently will in all probability 
increase during the next two years, and revenue for that period may be 
considerably reduced. 


If we are to operate within our income, great care must be given 
appropriations and our whole financial structure. 


It is to be expected that requests for appropriations will surpass 
estimated revenues from present sources. There will be proposals for 
raising additional revenues. In your efforts to reconcile apparent needs 
with available funds, you will meet with many perplexities. Your con- 
siderations will not be confined to immediate needs, but also such financing 
policies as may be dictated by long range planning. Your deliberations will 
be not alone in the realm of State financing, for you will also contemplate 
how the subdivisions of the State can be aided in meeting their post-war 
problems. 


POST-WAR RESERVE FUNDS 


Montana’s counties were never in better financial condition. Also many 
of the city governments have their finances in good order and are pre- 
pared to launch post-war improvements. 
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Laws enacted in 1945 permitting counties, cities and school districts 
to set up reserves for post-war projects provide that such sums cannot 
be used until the war emergency has been officially declared ended. 


Some of these county and local governments are anxious to start 
their construction programs. I recommend that you examine this situation 
and determine whether amendment of these laws is necessary to permit 
projects to begin at this time. 


CONCLUSION 


In summing up this report on the condition of the State government 
and my recommendations for its better functioning in responsiveness to 
the needs of the times and the desires of the citizens of this great com- 
monwealth, I believe I can confidently say that although Montana has 
problems, Montana is able to meet them wisely, resolutely and with vision. 
We have faith in our State, and with that faith we will march ever on 
toward the goals of economic and social development which Montana’s 
fabulous resources and temperament and aspirations of her people so fully 
justify. 


We are conscious, increasingly conscious of Montana’s rightful destiny, 
of Montana’s sovereignty as a commonwealth. This sovereignty we will 
continue to defend against usurpation. We will resist as we have always 
resisted all efforts, be they open or inciduous, to deprive us of our rights 
as a State and as citizens of a State. 


We will meet the full responsibility of our partnership in this great 
union of free states under one flag and one constitution, but we will never 
tolerate the designs of those who would make that flag the symbol of 
something that has never been American and distort that constitution to 
condone the setting up of super-governments by the prophets of a new 
economic and social order. 


During these sixty days, you will exercise one of the most cherished 
functions of a free people, the right to make their laws. You may not 
always agree on measures that should be taken, but the enactments which 
come from this Assembly will be the collective judgment, the majority 
opinion, of the people of Montana as expressed by their selected repre- 
sentatives. That is the way of a free people. It is proof that Americans 
know what they are fighting for when they fight to keep their free 
institutions. 


In your endeavors you will have my sincerest cooperation. Working 
together with dedication to the tasks before us, we will devote ourselves 
to making this an even greater Montana and to lifting ever higher the 
ideals that are American.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


January 7, 1947. 
The Speaker 
House of Representatives 
Helena, Montana 


I have the honor to transmit herewith a report of the grants of execu- 
tive clemency by the Governor since his report to the Twenty-ninth Legisla- 


tive Assembly. 
SAM C. FORD, Governor. 
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It was moved by Armstrong, duly seconded and-~-carried, that the 
following communications from the Governor be considered read at length 
and the Journal so show: 


REPORT OF PARDONS, COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCES, 
REMISSIONS OF FINES, AND RESPITES, 
FOR THE YEARS 1945-1946 


Pardons 


O. K, DAVIS—Pondera county; manslaughter; sentenced May 1, 1944, 
to two years. Sentence was suspended, but the suspension later was revoked 
when Davis became intoxicated. The District Judge and County Attorney 
recommended favorable action and the Warden advised Davis was one of 
the most reliable trusties. He was the father of thirteen children and 
had no prior record. On March 30, 1945, a conditional pardon was granted, 
the conditions effective until July 25, 1946. 


HAROLD GEBHARDT—McCone county; rape; sentenced November 21, 
1944, to two years. This case was brought to the Governor’s attention by 
the Senator and Representative of McCone county and petitions signed 
by numerous citizens. Letters also were received from jurymen who 
rendered the verdict, many of whom believed the sentence should have been 
suspended. The County Attorney was not opposed to clemency. Gebhardt’s 
father was badly in need of his son’s assistance with essential farm work. 
A full and unconditional pardon was granted April 2, 1945. 


VERNE LYDERS—Liberty county; robbery and obtaining money by 
false pretenses; sentenced November 24, 1939, to twenty and ten years to 
run concurrently. Lyders had been a model prisoner and had performed 
responsible work at the Prison. The District Judge did not oppose clem- 
ency, and his application was supported by letters from responsible 
citizens of Liberty county. On April 24, 1945, a conditional pardon was 
Sth which was to become absolute if he were inducted into the Armed 

ervice. 


ADAM HEBERLEIN—Yellowstone county; attempt to commit rape; 
sentenced April 29, 1939, to ten years. He escaped August 7, 1939. In 
October of 1948, the Warden went to Arizona to return Heberlein to Prison. 
He found Heberlein had made an admirable record, and the requisition 
was denied. After the return of the Warden, Heberlein made a monthly 
report to him. A pardon was recommended by the Warden. Letters were 
received from the General Manager of the company employing Heberlein, 
as well as the Deputy Sheriff, Justice of the Peace and Constable of Tiger, 
Arizona, where he had been residing. A full and unconditional pardon was 
granted on May 23, 1945. 


PVT. JAMES A. WILLIAMS—Cascade county; statutory rape; sen- 
terced May 22, 1945, to two years. Facts revealed that Pvt, Williams was 
at least partially a victim of circumstances. Multitudinous appeals for 
executive clemency were received from Great Falls residents, service clubs 
and other organizations. Recommendations for a pardon were received 
from the parents of the girl involved, the District Judge, County Attorney 
and Sheriff. A full and unconditional ‘pardon was granted June 9, 1945. 


THOMAS MUNTAIN or TOMOSA MUNTION (one and the same per- 
son)—Cascade county; grand larceny; sentenced May 6, 1921, to one to 
two years; and Carbon county; attempted grand larceny; February 8, 1922, 
returned to Montana State Prison for term of two to five years. This man’s 
Prison record was good, and he was released on parole a second time on 
March 18, 1928. Shortly thereafter he took up residence in Baltimore, 
Maryland, where he has resided to the present time, and made an excel- 
lent record for himself in all respects. Recently he applied for citizenship, 
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which was denied because of the two Montana convictions. In order that 
he might be eligible for citizenship, he was granted a full and uncondi- 
tional pardon of each of the crimes on November 6, 1946. 


ANTHONY KRANKOWSKI—Cascade county; burglary; sentenced 
November 20, 1934, to one and one-half years. Krankowski’s application for 
citizenship was denied because of his Prison record, and a hearing for de- 
portation was held. Since his release from Prison eleven years ago, he 
had shown his desire to redeem himself and be a law-abiding member of 
society. He had married and was the father of two minor children, In order 
that this man might remain with and provide for his family, a full and un- 
conditional pardon was granted on November 8, 1946. 


Commutations 


M. E. CURTISS—Lewis and Clark county; burning insured property 
with intent to defraud the insurer; sentenced December 4, 1942, to four 
and one-half years. He was an experienced farm hand, and was anxious 
to provide for his four minor children. Those interested in the case, in- 
cluding the insurance agent who wrote the policy, recommended clemency. 
On January 13, 1945, his sentence was commuted to three years. 


HARRIS PILLEY—Silver Bow county; robbery; sentenced August 22, 
1936, to twenty-five years. Two men were involved in the crime, the other 
man being released on March 17, 1942. Pilley was 22 years of age when 
the crime was committed, and had served eight years. His record was 
above average at the Prison, and he desired to contribute his part during 
the war emergency. On January 138, 1945, his sentence was diminished to 
fifteen years. 


ANTON ENTZMINGER—Daniels county; rape; sentenced July 16, 
1948, to four years.: He had no prior record, and the Warden stated he 
was one of the best men in the Prison. The District Judge advised sub- 
sequent developments indicated to both himself and the County Attorney 
that the girl involved was perhaps not as innocent as thought at the time 
of the trial. His sentence was commuted to three years on March 5, 1945. 


FRED PINNOW—Fallon county; murder in the second degree; sen- 
tenced May 28, 1940, to twenty-five years. Pinnow had always been a good 
citizen and provided well for his wife and five children. His Prison record 
was without a demerit of any kind. Numerous citizens requested executive 
clemency, the County Attorney approved of such action and eight of the 
twelve jurors who brought in the verdict against Pinnow signed petitions 
for the granting of clemency. On March 5, 1945, his sentence was com- 
muted to nine years. 


GEORGE DAVIS—Granite county; malicious killing of livestock; sen- 
tenced October 28, 1943 to five years. Davis had an excellent record as a 
citizen. The District Judge, County Attorney and numerous others recom- 
mended clemency. In the light of the offense it appeared he had been suf- 
ficiently punished, and on March 30, 1945, his sentence was reduced to 
three years. 


WILLIAM SEAMAN BEATY—Hill county; rape; sentenced November 
2, 1935, to forty years. Beaty had served almost nine and one-half years 
of his sentence. He was in general poor health, had a heart condition and 
was in need of special surgical attention. To forestall any likelihood of 
his death, his sentence was commuted to eighteen years on April 18, 1945. 


DOMIC HOPKINS—Sheridan county; rape; sentenced December 19, 
1940, to seventy years. Hopkins had no prior record, and had filled the 
position of trusty at the Prison most competently. Many letters and peti- 
_tions were received from reputable citizens of Sheridan county from which 
it appeared the sentence was unduly severe. In order that Hopkins might

provide for his four minor children and aged mother, on July 12, 1945, 
his sentence was commuted to eleven years. 


AARON RACINE—Pondera county; accessory after the fact to the 
crime of murder; sentenced October 23, 1943, to five years. A physician 
advised that unless Racine were allowed to enter an Indian reservation 
hospital for special treatment, he would soon become so crippled and de- 
formed he would be unable to walk. Thus on the recommendation of the 
physician and the Warden, the sentence of Racine was commuted to three 
years on November 9, 1945. 


SAM KIMURA—Flathead county; murder in the second degree; sen- 
tenced August 4, 1941, to twenty years. Kimura had been a model prisoner. 
The District Judge recommended release as soon as possible. Petitions 
signed by more than fifty citizens of Whitefish indicated that Kimura may 
have rendered the people of this country a service because of the caliber of 
Takahashi, referred to as the “King Jap” whom Kimura killed. On Novem- 
ber 9, 1945, the sentence was commuted to nine years. 


ERNEST LUEDKE—Cascade county; murder in the first degree; sen- 
tenced February 8, 1939, to life imprisonment. Because of this man’s ex- 
cellent reputation prior to the commission of this crime, and circumstances 
involved in the case, many letters and petitions signed by more than 250 
citizens were received for a reduction of sentence. Officers directly con- 
nected with the case had no objections. Several good jobs had been offered 
Luedke, and former employers were anxious to have him back. It appearing 
this man had paid his debt to society on November 27, 1945, his sentence 
was commuted to thirteen years. 


FRANK CARTER—McCone county; murder in the second degree; 
sentenced June 27, 1939, to thirty-five years. Carter had developed severe 
chest pains and pains in the back. This condition was growing progressively 
worse with little hope of improvement as long as he was confined. The 
Warden strongly recommended favorable action. Prior to this conviction he 
had been a law-abiding, industrious citizen, and many citizens, as well as 
officials of Roosevelt and McCone counties, felt he should be released. 
Carter’s sentence was commuted on February 28, 1946, to fourteen years. 


HUBBARD W. POSEY—Lewis and Clark county; passing a worthless 
check; sentenced March 27, 1946, to six months in county jail. The party 
to whom the worthless check was given as well as the County Attorney 
and Justice of the Peace recommended favorable action, Posey, a veteran 
of World War II, had the promise of work which would enable him to 
provide for his wife and three minor children who were being maintained 
by the Welfare Department. It was believed the punishment inflicted had 
already served its purpose, and on July 18, 1946, the sentence was com- 
muted to four months. 


C. W. WEST—Broadwater county; rape; sentenced May 10, 1940, to 
fifty years. This man had reached the age of 71 years, had no prior record, 
and his Prison record was perfect. The District Judge recommended favor- 
able action, and the County Attorney was not opposed to the granting of 
executive clemency. A brother standing high in his community was anxious 
to provide a home for him. In view of his advanced age the sentence was 
commuted to twelve years and six months on July 29, 1946. 


EDWARD KNUTSON—Beaverhead county; forgery; sentenced Janu- 
ary 10, 1944, to five years. Knutson had been in charge of the prison 
chicken ranch for two years and had done a magnificent job. He would have 
been eligible for parole early in November. However, he was anxious to 
engage in the poultry business to provide for his family, and unless he 
could go into business before winter set in, it would be necessary to wait 
until the next year. There being no objection. his sentence was commuted 
to four years and eight months on August 1, 1946. 
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ELMER McKINNEY—Yellowstone county; robbery; sentenced June 
28, 1941, to fifty years. McKinney, 18 years of age at the time of convic- 
tion, was no doubt influenced and led in this crime by an older boy with 
a record. His parents were fine people living in Seattle who were anxious 
to have him come there where he would have a good home and job. The 
County Attorney and District Judge were favorable to his release, and 
explained the attitude of the Court and prosecution at the time this ex- 
ceedingly long sentence was given. If released, he would have every oppor- 
tunity to develop into a useful member of society. His sentence was there- 
fore commuted to seven years and six months on August 2, 1946. 


Remissions of Fines 


JACK SPRAGUE—Glacier county; disturbing the peace; sentenced 
July 10, 1945, to ninety days in county jail and fined $200.00. Sprague 
was without funds to pay the fine. Facts revealed the entire affair a family 
quarrel. The County Attorney, Sheriff and Justice of the Peace recom- 
mended clemency. On September 18, 1945, the fine was remitted per- 
mitting Sprague’s release so he could provide for his family. 


REFUGIO J. ESCUTIA MENDOZA and ANTONIO ANSALDO MAR- 
TINEZ—Gallatin county; each charged with carrying a concealed weapon; 
each sentenced September 24, 1945, in the amount of $150.00 fine and in 
lieu thereof to serve sentence in the county jail at the rate of $2.00 a day. 
These men were Mexican Nationals who purchased the weapons to take 
home with them. Neither had any previous record, and the Mexican 
laborers had been threatened to be removed on grounds that this case was 
one of discrimination. On September 28, 1945, the entire balances owing 
of said fines were remitted. 


LEO YELLOWROBE—Roosevelt county; attempted rape; sentenced 
November 23, 1945, to ten years. Yellowrobe was in serious condition and 
needed surgical treatment beyond the facilities of the Prison Hospital and 
Surgeon. Therefore, on December 5, 1946, a respite was given Yellowrobe 
for time necessary for surgical treatment at Fort Harrison, Montana, but 
not to exceed sixty days.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


It was moved by Armstrong, duly seconded and carried, that a select 
committee of five be appointed for the purpose of drafting resolutions in 
memorium of deceased former members of the House who have passed 
away since the Twenty-ninth Session. The Speaker named Blenkner of 
Stillwater, Foot of Flathead, Kemmis of Richland, Graybill of Cascade, and 
Melton of Beaverhead. 


It was moved by Armstrong, duly seconded and carried, that the mail- 
ing list of each member be set at not to exceed five bills per member and 
that the Mailing Clerk be instructed to act accordingly. 


INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


The following measures were introduced, read first and second times, 
and referred. to committees, the appropriation’ measures having been read 
at length: 


House Bill No, 2 introduced by Padbury and O’Connor: A bill for an 
act entitled; “An act to provide for cancelling and refunding income taxes 
paid by veterans of World War II from Montana under the provisions of 
Sections 2295.1 through Section 2295.34 R. C. M. 1935 on money received 
from U. S. Government and making an appropriation therefor and repeal- 
ing all acts or parts of acts in conflict therewith, and providing that this 
act shall be valid not withstanding any provision of the budget act.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Appropriations. 


House Bill No. 3 introduced by Stout, Armstrong, and Blenkner: A bill

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MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 
January 20, 1947. 


The Speaker of the House, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


On March 24, 1945, the Governor designated the Montana State Ap- 
prenticeship Council as the State agency to approve business and industrial 
establishments qualified to provide on-the-job training of any kind, includ- 
ing apprenticeship and training below the apprenticeship level, to eligible 
veterans as provided under the provisions of Public Law No. 346, 78th 
Congress (The G. I. Bill of Rights). 


Thereafter, due to lack of any funds to hire personnel and properly 
and adequately perform this assignment, the Council requested to be re- 
lieved of that part of the assignment providing for the approval of business 
establishments giving on-the-job training below the apprenticeship level. 
Under the circumstances, the request was granted. The Council continued 
as the approving agency for industrial establishments qualified to give on- 
the-job training for veterans in the apprenticeable trades. 


To December 31, 1946, the Apprenticeship Council had approved 1,541 
business establishments, and of this number, 421 employing approximately 
308 indentured registered apprentices, have inaugurated bonafide appren- 
ticeship training programs in conformity with the State Apprenticeship 
Law and Federal Apprentice Training Service. 


Under Public Law No. 346 and rules and regulations adopted by the 
Veterans Administration, the remaining 1,120 business establishments as 
well as those to be approved in the future, must be inspected and the 
Council required to recertify such of those establishments that meet or 
make provisions to meet the criteria set forth in Public Law No. 679 (79th 
Congress) which amends the G. I. Bill, by January 1, 1947. However, the 
time for such re-certification has been extended, but this work must be 
completed within a reasonable time after that date. After recertification 
has been accomplished, periodical visits must be made to the approved firms 
to determine whether good training is being provided and otherwise assist 
veterans and their employers with their training programs. 


The Council is submitting its biennial report to the Legislature as re- 
quired by the State Apprenticeship Law. A more detailed explanation of 
the Council’s activity and recommendations is included in the report. 


The Council has been and still is without any funds to employ personnel 
to carry on their approval assignment. Under the provisions of Public Law 
No. 679, the Council cannot possibly re-certify and approve firms in the 
future through correspondence. It now becomes necessary to make physical 
surveys of the approximately 1,800 establishments in the State in order 
that approval can be made final on the basis of bonafide apprenticeship. 
In consequence, if apprenticeship is to be provided Montana veterans under 
the provisions of Public Law No. 679 and the State Apprenticeship Law, 
it is necessary that funds be appropriated to the Apprenticeship Council 
for the remainder of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1947. Adequate appro- 
priation of funds must also be provided for the next biennium. 


The necessity for favorable action on this important problem of 
veteran training cannot be over-emphasized. Unless adequate funds are 
provided, thousands of veterans will be deprived of good on-the-job train- 
ing, and veterans lose their subsistence allowances they otherwise are en- 
titled to. We cannot permit this to happen. No veteran will receive any 
subsistence allowances from the Veterans Administration until the estab- 
lishment in which he is receiving training is fir st pop roe by the designated 
State Agency.

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I, therefore, recommend that an appropriation be made to the Appren- 
ticeship Council sufficient in amount to make it possible for it to adequately 
inspect and re-certify businesses and industries qualified to provide good 
training and properly supervise bonafide apprenticeship training in such 
establishments.

ment Station and its branches and substations, and the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service, including the soil survey and the grain laboratory and to 
appropriate so much of the money derived therefrom for each year during 
said period as may be necessary for said purposes, and providing for the 
submission of this act to the qualified electors of the State of Montana 
at the next general election, describing the form of ballots to be used and 
the duties of the Secretary of the State of Montana relative to the submis- 
sion of said act to the qualified electors of said state: Providing when this 
act shall take effect, and providing for repeal of Chapter 143 of the Laws 
of 1939 and all other acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith upon ap- 


proval of this act by a majority of all votes cast at the referendum electian 
herein provided.”

A bill for an act entitled: “An act for the submission to the qualified 
electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section One (1) of 
Article Eighteen (18) of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating 
to the separation of the Bureau of Labor and Industry from the Bureau 
of Agriculture.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section One (1) of Article Eighteen (18) of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and 
that the question of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana at the general election to be held in November, 
1948. 


Section 2. That Section One (1), of Article Eighteen (18) of the Con- 
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stitution of the State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 1. The Legislative Assembly shall provide for a Department 
of Agriculture, and a separate Department of Labor and Industry to be 
located at the Capitol and each of said Departments shall be under the 
control of a separate Commissioner who shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, subject to the confirmation of the Senate. Each Commissioner shall 
hold office for four (4) years, and until his successor is appointed and 
qualified; the compensation of each Commissioner shall be as provided 
by law. The powers and duties of each Commissioner shall be prescribed 
by the Legislature.” 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot, provided by 
Section 678, Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, as amended by Chapter 81, 
Session Laws of Montana of 1939, and as provided by law, and there shall 
be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the following words: 


[] For the amendment 
[] Against the amendment 


Each elector shall designate his preference by marking an “X” in the 
square before the proposition for which such elector desires to vote. 


Section 4. The vote cast for and against the amendment above pro- 
posed shall be canvassed, determined and declared as provided by the gen- 
eral election laws of the State of Montana. 


Section 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

House Bill No. 305 introduced by Harlow: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 1208, Revised Codes of Montana, 1985, as amended 
by Chapter 51 of the Session Laws of 1945, to provide that the allowable 
reserve for school districts be raised by independent levy.” Referred to 
Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 306 introduced by Pappin, Bell, Roll and Toole: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to discontinue the Montana State Normal 
College at Dillon, Montana as a normal college and to transfer the property 
of said school to the State Board of Examiners for such use as they may 
deem beneficial to the people of Montana.”

paid said board in the course of administration of this act; providing pen- 
alties for violations of this act, and providing a tax on vehicles of such 
earriers and, also, a tax on gross revenues from intrastate business in 
Montana by common, contract and other carriers to defray the costs of 
administering this act; providing for the employment of assistants, direc- 
tors and others in administering this act; and repealing Sections 3847.1 
through 3847.29 Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, and all acts inconsistent 
herewith.” Referred to Committee on Highways and Highway Trans- 
portation. 


House Bill No. 324 introduced by Committee on Conservation of Re- 
sources: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for licensing saw- 
mills, for payment of an annual license fee, for fireproofing of sawmill 
sites, for suspension of licenses for violation of this act, making such 
violation a misdemeanor; empowering the state board of forestry to make 
regulations; and repealing Sections 1839.1, 1839.2, 1839.3, 1839.4, 1839.5 
and 1839.6 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 19385.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Conservation of Resources. 


House Bill No. 325 introduced by Committee on Conservation of Re- 
sources: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 1830.9 of 
the Revised Codes of Montana 1935, relating to cooperation of the state 
forestry board with forest owners and farmers, by authorizing cooperation 
of state board of forestry with owners and lessees of farm, range, forest, 
watershed and other uncultivated lands in private and public ownership 
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for fire protection and conservation.” Referred to Committee on Con- 
servation of Resources. 


House Bill No. 326 introduced by Committee on Conservation of Re- 
sources: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 2778.6 of 
the Revised Codes of Montana, 1985, as amended by Chapter 34, Laws of 
Montana of 1941, relating to the protection of forest lands within the State 
of Montana; duty to remove slashings; to deposit money as security for 
slashings removal; making violation of act a misdemeanor; empowering 
the state board of forestry to make regulations; and to repeal Section

House Bill No. 327 introduced.by Brumbaugh, Graybill and Padbury: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 4464, Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1935, as amended by Chapter 176, Laws of 19389, relating to 
compensation and mileage of county commissioners.”

or municipal tax by reason of their non-profit status or charitable nature or 
character, shall in any manner or by any device discriminate between the 


patients of any regularly licensed physician for or upon any ground or ° 


reason whatever, including the fact that any such physician is not a mem- 
ber of the medical or surgical, or other staff, clinic, or internal instru- 
mentality of such hospital. All such hospitals are hereby directed, required 
and compelled to admit, receive and care for the patients of any regularly 
licensed physician and surgeon, under the same terms and conditions as 
may be established and promulgated by the governing authority, manage- 
ment or staff of said hospital for the patients of any other regularly 
licensed physician without discrimination, direct or indirect. 


(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of this Act, the free and con- 
fidential professional relation between licensed physician and patient shall 
continue and remain unaffected and unchanged, and be preserved as a 
privileged relationship; and licensed physicians shall continue to have direc- 
tion over their patients in hospitals. 


(c) The licensing agency, advisory council, ‘director and all others 
charged with the administration of this Act shall have no authority, by rule, 
regulation, or administrative direction, or other device, to modify, alter, or 
abridge any of the provisions of this section, and the faithful. observance of 
the provisions hereof shall be an express condition of all licenses issued or 
reissued hereunder.”

SUPPORTING ATTACHMENT USED FOR LIGHT, HEAT, OR POWER, 
IN A CASING EQUAL IN DURABILITY AND INSULATING EFFICI- 
ENCY TO A WOODEN CASING NOT LESS THAN ONE AND ONE- 
FOURTH (1%) INCHES THICK, AND FOR A DISTANCE UPWARD OF 
EIGHT (8) FEET ABOVE THE SURFACE OF THE GROUND IN A 
WOODEN OR METAL CASING FOR MECHANICAL PROTECTION; 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, THAT THE UPPERMOST CASING MAY BE 
OMITTED ON POLES SUPPORTING CIRCUITS CARRYING NOT MORE 
THAN FOUR HUNDRED FORTY (440) VOLTS, AND ON POLES IN 
RURAL AREAS WHERE A COMMON GROUNDED NEUTRAL IS USED. 
All metal casings to be permanently and effectively grounded; provided, 
that this Section shall be held not to apply to wires or cables which lead 
from overhead to underground systems, and further provided, that it shall 
not apply to high-tension lines” Be further amended by renumbering 
Section “2”, and Section “3” to Section ‘‘4”, and as amended do pass.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The Speaker, February 18, 1947. 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


Returned herewith is House Bill No. 63 entitled: 
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“An act to amend Section 10 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 
1935, wherein legal holidays and business days are defined, by providing 
the fourteenth day of August (V-J Day) shall be a legal holiday in the 
State of Montana,’ without my approval and with objections thereto. 


If V-J Day is to be designated as a legal holiday, it should be national 
in scope rather than limited to State borders. 


Montana already has ten legal holidays which in numerous cases create 
confusion and some discord in the overall conduct of business and work 
routine. I can see no justification for more. 


The let-down in the efficiency of the worker following a holiday is 
a well-known and recognized fact, and in these trying post-war days with 
competition caused by a backlog of desire calling for the best in all of 
us, it is desired that efficiency be kept at the maximum. 


V-J Day can and will be properly observed in Montana without designa- 
tion as a holiday. 


For these reasons and others which are applicable to prevailing condi- 
tions in our Great State, I feel definitely bound to withhold my approval 
from House Bill No. 68.

the provision thereof, the bill is set forth in its entirely as follows: 


HOUSE BILL NO. 397 
INTRODUCED BY COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS 


A Bill for an Act entitled: “An act to provide for the submission 
to the qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to 
Section 39 of Article V of the Constitution of the State of Montana, 
relating to the remission of certain deliquent personal property taxes and 
the cancellation of certain obligations held by counties, the collection of 
which is’ barred by the statutes of limitations.” 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


Section 1. That Section 39 of Article V of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, that the question 
of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of 
Montana at the General Election to be held in November, 1948. 


Section 2. That Section 39 of Article V of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 39. EXCEPT HEREINAFTER PROVIDED, no obligation or 
liability of any person, association or corporation, held or owned by the 
State, or any municipal corporation therein, shall ever be exchanged, trans- 
ferred, remitted, released, or postponed, or in any way diminished by the 
legislative assembly; nor shall such liability or obligation be extinguished, 
except by the payment thereof into the proper treasury. 


“IT SHALL HOWEVER BE LAWFUL FOR THE LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY, IN SUCH MANNER AS MAY DIRECT, TO AUTHORIZE 
THE CANCELLATION OF ANY PERSONAL PROPERTY TAXES WHICH 
ARE NOT A LIEN ON REAL ESTATE AND WHICH HAVE BEEN 
DELINQUENT FOR TEN YEARS OR MORE.” 


“IT SHALL ALSO BE LAWFUL FOR THE LEGISLATIVE AS- 
SEMBLY, IN SUCH MANNER AS IT MAY DIRECT, TO AUTHORIZE 
THE CANCELLATION OF ANY CONTRATUAL OBLIGATION OWED 
TO OR HELD BY A COUNTY, FOR SEED GRAIN, FEED OR OTHER 
RELIEF, THE COLLECTION OF WHICH OBLIGATION IS BARRED 
BY THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS.” 


Section 8. This Amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot provided 
for by Section 678, Revised Codes of Montana, 19385, as amended by Chapter 
81, Session Laws, 1939, and as provided by law, and there shall be printed 
on such ballot the title of this act and the following words: 


[al For the above amendment, 
[] Against the above amendment. 


The elector shall designate his preference for either of the proposi- 
tions by making an X before the proposition for which he desires to vote. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against the amendment herein pro- 
posed shall be counted, canvassed, and determined by such officials and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such 
election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such amend- 
ment, the governor of the state shall so declare by public proclamation, 
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and the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the Con- 
stitution from and after the date of such proclamation.

| Returned herewith is House Bill No. 31 entitled: 
“An Act to amend Sections 2 and 4 of Chapter 206 of the Laws of the 
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28th Legislative Assembly of Montana of 19438, relating to the control of 
predatory animals by the imposition of a license fee upon owners of sheep.” 


Without my approval and with objections thereto. 


House Bill No. 31 would amend Chapter 206 of the 1943 Session Laws 
so as to make that Law inoperative for this year. The Law provides that 
petitions must be presented to the Board of County Commissioners on or 
before the first Monday in January, so, naturally, sheepmen are too late 
this year to put the Law into effect. 


House Bill No. 81 would also make the Law very difficult to put into 
effect any year because sheepmen ordinarily plan their predatory animal 
work in March or April, prior to lambing; and unless their plans were made 
in December of the previous year, they would be a year late in taking ad- 
vantage of the Law should House Bill No. 31 be approved. 


The present Law, although not entirely clear, seems to have the neces- 
sary provisions in that petitions may be presented prior to the first of 
May, and the sheep in the county on June Ist are taxed; but these taxes are 
based on the March 1st assessment so no additional work on the part of 
the County Assessors is necessary. 


For these reasons, I feel bound to withhold my approval from House 
Bill No. 31.

House Bill No. 328 eliminated this tax. 


While it is true that some counties do not levy and collect the tax 
in question, it is a fact that many counties, in order to care for and main- 
tain the poor, do levy and collect the poll tax, and the revenue that is 
collected assists in a substantial way in providing much-needed funds for 
the purposes set forth. 


The elimination of the poll tax would place a greater financial burden 
on the State Public Welfare funds, which is already carrying its full 
share in caring for and maintaining the indigent sick and dependent poor 


of the State.

$100 per annum; provided, however, that the term “national Veteran’s 
Organization” as used herein shall mean an association of persons organ- 
ized and existing under and by virtue of laws of the United States for the 
promotion of some common object other than the sale of liquor, with a 
permanent membership into which admission cannot be gained by any per- 
son at his pleasure and which is operated primarily for the benefit of 
its members and not for the gain or profit of its operators; and provided 
further that it shall be unlawful for any such National Veterans Organi- 
zation to sell or serve liquor to the public as a commercial business and 
the Board may at any time require such National Veterans Organization 
to furnish evidence of its bonafide existence and may refuse to issue or 
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may suspend a license if it is found that such applicant or licensee does 
not conform or is not conforming to the provision of this Act.”

JAMES N. DOUGHERTY 


James N. Dougherty was born at Elliston, Montana on April 29, 1900, 
where he attended the public schools. He was engaged in the mercantile 
business at Elliston, Montana. He served in the House in the 26th, 27th, 
28th and 29th Assemblies as a Representative from Powell County. He 
was a member of the Democratic Party; the B. P. O. E. and of the Roman 
Catholic Church. He was married to Athlena Sept, who survives him. 
He died at Rochester, Minnesota, on January 25th, 1946. 


WILLIAM B. JOHNSON 


William B. Johnson was born in Chickasaw County, Iowa, on January 
29, 1864. He came to Hamilton, Montana, in the early 1900’s. He was 
engaged in Masonry and Real Estate business. He was a Republican and 
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served in the 15th Session of the House as a Representative from Ravalli 
County. He was married and had one son. He died at Cottage Grove, 
Oregon, on February 21, 1947. 


JAMES A. KRALL 


James A. Krall was born at Myerstown, Pennsylvania, on September 
30, 1890. He received his schooling in Pennsylvania and Ohio. As a 
young man, he followed employment in a cigar factory, a drug store, a 
paper store, a farm and in an automobile factory. In 1913 he came to 
Montana and entered into the grocery business for himself. He enlisted in 
the Army during the first World War and was in action in the Argonne 
Forest. In 1922 he moved to Libby where he engaged in the mercantile 
business. In 1924 he married Charlotte Hurtzberg. He was a member 
of the Republican Party, the Masonic Order, Moose, and A. O. U. W. 
During his life he was extremely active in all civic affairs. He served in the 
House during the 29th Legislative Assembly from Lincoln County. He 
died at Spokane, Washington, on December 27th, 1945. 


ANDY T. LUSTUG 


Andy T. Listug was born in Minnesota in 1884, and came to Montana 
in 1915. He attended the public schools and college. He was a banker and 
farmer. He served as Mayor of Wolf Point for three years. He was a mem- 
ber of the Republican Party, the Masonic Order and the Order of Eastern 
Star. He was married to Kate B. Olson. He served as a member of the 
House in the 26th Legislative Assembly from Roosevelt County. He died 
at Wolf Point, Montana on May 22, 1945. 


JAMES EH. McNALLY 


James E. McNally was born in Rossie, New York, on November 11, 
1866. In 1884 he moved to Utah where he learned the carpenter trade and 
moved to Butte in 1886. He served in the House in the 5th Legislative 
Assembly (1897) and in the 12th, 13th, and 14th Assemblies from Silver 
Bow County. On February 6th, 1911, he introduced in this House of 
Representatives the bill which created the State Tuberculosis Sanatorium, 
at Galen. He died in Butte, Montana, on January 20, 1947. 


J. A. MORROW 


J. A. Morrow was born on April 11, 1864, at Lonsborough, Ontario, 
Canada. On coming to the United States he engaged in the lumber busi- 
ness at Ligerwoord, North Dakota. He married Margaret Murray on May 
15, 1898. He came to Ryegate, in 1912 and operated lumber yards in Rye- 
gate and Barber. He was instrumental in the creation of Golden Valley 
County, and served that County as its first representative in the 15th 
Legislative Assembly. He organized, and was president of the Farmer’s 
and Merchant’s Bank in Ryegate, and of the Barber State Bank of Barber. 
He was a member of the Democratic Party, the Methodist Church and the 
Masonic Order. In 1925 he moved to California and died at Brawly, Cali- 
fornia, on September 12, 1946. His wife and five children survive. 


JOSEPH OKER 


Joseph Oker was born in Rochester, Minnesota, on February 9, 1862, 
and came to Montana in 1883. He was engaged in Mining Operations. He 
served the State of Montana as Deputy Registrar of State Lands from 
1897 to 1916, and as Registrar of the United States Land Office from 1916 
to 1922. He served as County Treasurer of Lewis and Clark County from 
1929 to 1933. He was married to Ida M. McKillian. He was a Democrat. 
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In 1895 he served in the 4th Session of the House and in the 18th Session, 
From Lewis and Clark County. He died in Helena, on March 4, 1946, 
One son survives. 


NEIL C. PARKER 


Neil C. Parker was born at Peterson, Iowa, on October 30, 1891. He 
attended the Iowa public and high schools. _He came to Bigfork, Montana 
in April, 1910, where he was engaged in farming operations. He served 
in the House in the 21st, 22nd, 23rd, 24th, 26th, 27th, 28th, and 29th 
Legislative Assemblies as Representative from Flathead County. He was a 
member of the Kiwanis Club and Grange, and of the Presbyterian Church. 
He never married. He died at Kalispell, Montana, March 14, 1945. 


PETER PETERSON 


Peter Peterson was born in Sweden in 1870 and came to Montana in 
1907 where he engaged in farming and ranching operations. He married 
Bertha Syness. He served in the House of Representatives in the 18th 
and 19th Legislative Assemblies as a Democrat from. Valley County. He 
died in Glasgow, Montana, on January 2, 1947. 


JAMES SANDERS 


James Sanders was born July 15, 1861, in Gault County, Ontario, 
Canada. He served as a member of the Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
for five years. He came to Montana about 1880. He was employed by 
the Great Northern Raliway Company from 1890 to 1912, and was Super- 
intendent of Montana Western Railway from 1912 to 1918, when he en- 
gaged in ranching operations and which he followed until his death. He 
was a member of the House in the 9th Assembly and in the Senate in the 
10th and 11th Assemblies, as Representative and Senator from Cascade 
County. He died at Conrad, Montana, October 10, 1945. He was a member of 
the Masonic Order. He was married and the father of five children. 


DOMINIC SPOGEN 


Dominic Spogen was born in Luxemburg on June 24, 1860. He came 
to the United States in 1881, and arrived in Montana in 1884 and located 
in Belt, Montana, where he became Superinterdent of the Coal Mines until 
1915 when he entered the Mining, Smelting, and Real Estate business for 
himself. On July 1898 he married Jenny Lochray of Sharon, Pennsylania, 
who together with 4 children survive him. He served as a Democratic 
member of the House in the 18th Session from Cascade County. During 
which session he was instrumental in introducing and passing a bill lead- 
ing to the appropriations for the purchase of the Governor’s Mansion in 
Helena. He died at Belt, Montana on March 21, 1946. 


JOHN Q. ZUCK 


John Q. Zuck was born in Franklin County, Pennsylvania, in 1876. 
He attended Northern Illinois College and came to Montana in 1918. He 
served as a member of the House in the 18th, 26th and 27th Legislative 
Assemblies as a Democrat from Roosevelt County. He was a member of 
the Masonic Order and a Farmer. He married Ruth M. Willey and to this 
union were born three sons. He died July 13, 1946, at Poplar, Montana. 


FRED WATSON 


Fred Watson was born at Watford, Ontario, Canada. He arrived in 
Montana, April 3, 1904. He served as a member of the House in the 22nd, 
28rd, 24th, 26th, and 27th, Legislative Assemblies as a Republican from 
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Missoula County. He was a member of the Masonic Order, Order of East- 
ern Star and the Presbyterian Church. He was engaged in ranching, was 
at one time County Commissioner of Missoula County and also engaged 
in auctioneering. He married Bertha B. Swanson, and had 38 children. 
He was born March 24, 1883, and died April 16, 1946.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


March 4, 1947. 
‘The Speaker, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


Returned herewith is House Bill No. 243 entitled: 


“An Act for a veterans’ credit in all examinations required by the State 
of Montana and defining the terms of this Act as used herein, and repealing 
_all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” 


Without my approval and with objections thereto. 


This Bill grants to veterans who have been separated from the armed 
forces of the United States under conditions other than dishonorable, who 
are citizens of the United States and have been residents of the State for 
five years, and additional to the examination rating, a credit of 5 per cent 
of the total aggregate of points of the examination, and to all disabled 
veterans a credit of 10 per cent on all examinations required before employ- 
ment by the State. 


It will be observed the Bill includes ONLY veterans and disabled 
veterans and makes no provision for wives of unemployable disabled vete- 
rans or widows of veterans. Thus, by the inclusion of veterans, the widows 
and wives of unemployable veterans are excluded. 


Under the rules and regulations promulgated by the Merit System 
Council of Montana, the final score of an applicant who is a veteran of the 
armed forces of the United States, as defined by the laws of this State, 
and who holds an honorable discharge, shail have five points added thereto, 
and in case of such veterans with a service connected disability, certified by 
the United States Veterans Administration, an additional five points is 
added thereto; five points is added to the score of widows of such veterans 
and wives of unemployable disabled veterans, provided in each case such 
‘score is passing. 
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Thus, veterans, disabled veterans, widows and wives of unemployable 
disabled veterans are given practically the same benefit as those granted 
only veterans under House Bill No. 243, 


Since this Bill does not include widows of veterans and wives of unem- 
ployabie veterans, I must withhold my approval.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


To the Honorable President of the Senate and to the Honorable Speaker 
of the House: 


We, your joint committee on Highway Investigation, having completed 
the work assigned to us submit herewith our report. 


This investigation included a check of the distribution of funds on the 
primary and secondary road systems, also a check on the maintenance and 
relocation problems. 
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After reviewing the data made available for our use and after several 
joint sessions with the Highway department, we have drawn the following 
conclusions: 


(1) We suggest that the Montana State Highway Department be 
requested to review the allocation of the secondary road mileage as divided 
among the various counties of this state. 


(2) That in working out the reconstruction and realignment of the 
present primary system, as pertains to the lower traffic primary mileage, 
that advantage be taken of all mileage of present alignment not to sub- 
standard, and that this be reshaped and resurfaced with the aid of Federal 
funds. 


(3) That all counties take advantage wherever possible of the joint 
maintenance programs on secondary roads. 


The first conclusion was arrived at after a careful consideration of 
the present secondary mileage schedule. We found a rather marked varia- 
tion in the mileage as apportioned among the counties. And, while the 
schedule is the result of the formula established by the Federal Bureau 
of Public Roads, your committee has decided that the allotments are not 
entirely fair to some of the sparsely settled areas. — 


The second conclusion was drawn after reviewing the maintenance 
and reconstruction problems of the present primary system. We deem it 
essential that as much of the present alignment as possible be utilized, 
particularly on the low traffic primary mileage, to the end that all possible 
savings in construction expense be realized. 


The third conclusion was reached when the maintenance problem on 
secondary roads was examined. It was disclosed that the counties are 
responsible for the maintenance of the secondary highways. This brings 
up the problem of proper equipment. We also discovered that unless the 
roads are maintained to the standard established by the Bureau of Federal 
Roads that the allocation of additional mileage is difficult to obtain. There- 
fore, it is essential that this matter be given careful consideration. Under 
Federal regulation it is possible for counties to arrange for joint main- 
tenance with the State Highway departments. It is with this in mind that 
we recommend the joint mentenance program. 


We wish to acknowledge and extend our thanks for the cooperation 
given us by the engineering department of the State Highway administra- 
tion. We are pleased to report that we found very complete statistical 
data and that this data was made freely available for our use.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Honorable Charles L. Scofield, Speaker, 
And Members of the House of Representatives 
of the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly. 


We, a sub-committee from the liquor control committee, appointed to 
investigate the activities and business administration of the Montana 
Liquor Control Board, and its administrative forces, begs leave to report 
as follows: 


That while the members of this committee have no disposition to with- 
hold from any member of the Legislature any fact which we think might 
be pertinent to this type of investigation, we should like to say at the out- 
set, that the individual members of the investigating committee pressed 
with other vesponsibilities inhibited by time, are unable to submit to this 
Honorable Body as voluminous a report as could be written after our in- 
vestigation and findings. Suffice it to say that a thorough investigation 
of the premises, books and methods of administration was made by the 
members of the committee. The greater part of three days was spent in 
this investigation, part of the investigating being made by a substantial 
majority of your Committee on Liquor Control, and a more detailed in- 
vestigation by a sub-committee from that body. During the course of our 
inquiry certain matters were,called to the attention of various committee 
members, and those particularly are the items we presume to explain in 
this report. 
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First, the matter of an insurance policy let to the Cogswell-Dawson 
Agency of Great Falls, in which contention was made that another agency 
in Great FaJjls, represented by Mr. Davis was low bidder. The minutes 
of the Board, the bids, and all pertinent facts available, were submitted 
to the committee for their scrutiny. The Cogswell-Dawson Agency had for 
several years been the insurer in this policy. It had been the policy of 
the Board previously on the expiration of the coverage to merely authorize 
its rewriting. However, at the last expiration of the insurance coverage, 
Mr. Rippel, a member of the Board, insisted that inasmuch as Mr. Cogswell, 
one of the owners of the Cogswell-Dawson Agency, was some distant rela- 
tive of his, the insurance should be opened for competitive bidding. Only 
two bids were submitted, that of the Cogswell-Dawson Agency, and that of 
Mr. Davis. On opening the bid it was discovered that the Davis bid ap- 
peared in total to be lower than the Cogswell-Dawson bid. . But upon 
examination an obvious error in extending the items of the Davis bid in- 
dicated it to be considerably higher than the other bid. Inasmuch as the 
discrepancy was a mathematical error and was called to the attention of 
Mr. Davis, he requested the privilege of revising his bid. This privilege 
was granted; as a matter of fairness the Cogswell-Dawson Agency was 
also given the privilege of submitting a new bid. When the revised bids 
were submitted, the Cogswell-Dawson Agency bid very slightly under 
the Davis bid, and they were allotted the insurance. It might be patent 
to mention at this point that the board, along with the other Boards of this 
State, are not required under the law to advertise for bids on insurance 
coverage, and we feel that by so doing, the Board indicated its desire for 
fairness in the matter of letting this insurance. 


It has been rumored that when a carload of liquor is received at the 
Montana warehouse that in practically all instances a few extra cases of 
liquor are put in the car by the distiller as a gratuitous offering to the 
Liquor Control Board and its officers for the State of Montana. Interro- 
gation of the employees of the liquor warehouse, the Administrator, ware- 
housemen, and others indicates no information except that this rumor is 
false, and that in al] instances shipments of liquor are for the exact number 
of cases as expressed on the invoice. 


Also called to the attention of your investigating committee was the 
fact that Montana stamps have been found unattached to liquor, and in 
some instances on liquor for sale in other States. A complete investigation 
into this subject indicates that it is still possible that stamps, which are 
not forgeries, may somewhere be in circulation. This could obtain, because 
prior to the administration of the present Board and the present Adminis- 
trator, and more particularly, prior to the rationing of liquor, stamps were 
not very thoroughly audited, and were handed out more or less promiscu- 
ously to Vendors, upon their request. At the advent of rationing, the 
Board twice called for the return of any stamps that might be in circu- 
lation. They make no contention that every stamp was absolutely re- 
turned, and it may well be that somewhere there may be some quantities 
of these stamps which have not been returned to the Board. To further 
fortify against use of any of these stamps that might be in circulation, it 
was determined at the December meeting that as soon as the program 
could be placed in operation, all stamps henceforth should be numbered, 
and that not only will any new liquor being shipped into Montana carry 
serially numbered stamps, but all liquor on hand, whether in the warehouse 
or in the State stores, will be restamped with the serially numbered stamp. 
The Board has also ordered that their inspectors shall restamp all liquor 
in the hands of the retailers of the State. The matter of serially numbered 
stamps has been rather patently called to the attention of the Legislature 
through legislation introduced by Members of the Assembly. In deference 
to those responsible for the administration of the Liquor Laws, we feel 
that we are justified in saying that for nearly a year, according to the 
record, this problem has been to the attention of these men, and they 
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apparently are doing everything they deem practicable to comply with the 
wishes as expressed in consideration of legislation on this subject. 


The matter of the special purchases of liquor has been repeatedly 
called to the attention of your committee, and pages might be devoted 
to this subject. The special purchase arrangement arose from the follow- 
- ing condition. Shortly after the beginning of hosilities, the government 
placed a restriction on the quantity of liquor distillers might manufacture. 
The net result was that in a very short time the State of Montana, along 
with every other State with a monopoly system, was not able to purchase 
as much liquor, particularly of certain brands, as would meet public demand. 
The situation finally reached the place that Montana was not able to supply 
any kind of liquor in any appreciable quantity to its retail dealers. It is 
well to remember that under our liquor laws the Liquor Control Board may 
only purchase liquor in packaged units, bottled and ready for sale; that 
they are not permitted to invest in warehouse receipts or in barrelled 
whiskey in storage. It seems to have been the custom in the liquor busi- 
ness however that distillers would sell warehouse receipts for liquor held 
in government bottling warehouses; against future delivery. Many retail- 
ers in Montana, and more particularly the Montana Licensed Liquor Dealers 
Association, availed themselves of this business policy and purchased 
from various distillers warehouse receipts and barrelled whiskey for future 
delivery. The Board was reluctant to allow retailers to go into the liquor 
purchasing business, and their reluctance set up a furor by those who owned 
this liquor. The argument was used that since the State of Montana could 
not furnish its retail outlets with a sufficient quantity of liquor, that 
there was no justification in their prohibiting the respective retailers from 
shipping in to Montana liquor that was made available to them and not 
to the State. The State Administrator, in the hope of settling this con- 
tentious problem, arranged a meeting in Butte attended by retail dealers, 
the Liquor Control Board, and high officials of the State of Montana. At 
this meeting an agreement was reached, which is substantially, as follows: 
That the Montana Licensed Liquor Dealers Association might ship in to 
Montana liquor that they were able to purchase but only for delivery to 
the Montana Liquor Control Board warehouse. This privilege was. very 
shortly afterward extended to any retailer in Montana. That the liquor 
should be handled in the same manner as liquor purchased by the State 
of Montana; that the excise tax and profit markup on this liquor should 
be exactly the same as any other liquor shipped in to Montana. During 
the more desperate shortage of liquor the State of Montana held 43% 
of all special purchase whiskey to be distributed to the public through the 
State Liquor stores. The remainder was redistributed from the State 
Warehouse to its respective owners. As the extreme shortage somewhat 
alleviated, the 48% held by the State of Montana was eliminated and all the 
liquor was shipped out to its owners. This matter of special purchase was 
gone into:'thoroughly as time would permit by your investigating committee, 
not only with the Liquor Control Board and its officers, but also with those 
charged with the responsibility of enforcing the Federal Alcohol Tax Laws 
in the State of Montana. We are informed by that Federal agency that to 
their knowledge and earnest belief the special purchase program was never 
abused; as iar as they were able to determine, all liquor was shipped direct 
to the Montana warehouse, and the conduct of the whole matter was per- 
fectly in order. In the opinion of your committee, had not a policy of 
special purchase been adopted, the State of Montana would have suffered 
a material loss in revenue, that we would have unquestionably been con- 
fronted with a serious problem of bootlegging, and in any event liquor 
supplies to all retail outlets would have been far more inadequate than 
they were during the period of extreme shortage. We believe it well to 
mention that the additional supplies of liquor now being made available 
to Montana have justified the Board in taking a position that they will 
now be able to furnish retail outlets a sufficient quantity of liquor, and that 
no more special purchases will be made after liquor now owned by retailers, 
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and already authorized by the Board, has passed through the Board’s 
hands. Neither is there a demand by any retailer for the continuation of 
the special purchase program. 


During the time the Legislature has been in session a robbery from 
the Christie Warehouse was perpetrated in which 402 cases of liquor were 
stolen. Your committee inspected thoroughly the Christie Warehouse. We 
might say in passing that the reason liquor is stored in the Christie Ware- 
house is bec2use the Central Warehouse was filled to capacity and it was 
necessary to rent some additional space for storage of liquor. 


The committee interrogated warehouse men and employees of the 
Board and our findings are substantially this: 


All liquor stored in the Christie Warehouse by the State of Montana 
is stored in the basement room accessible only by a freight elevator. This 
elevator was locked at all times when employees of the Board were not 
on the premises. On the night of the robbery the lock on the elevator was 
broken and by use of this elevator access was given to the basement and 
the liquor stored therein. 


While the first floor of the warehouse and particularly the office is 
locked at night, drivers of trucks who accept consignments from this ware- 
house carry keys to the outer office door. These drivers, however, have 
no keys to the office door which would give access to the first floor of the 
warehouse. 


In discusing with Mr. Norman Smith, chief enforcement Officer of 
the Montana Liquor Control Board, he placed this probable construction 
on the crime; that a truck driver could have with the key that he carried, 
gained access to the office of the Christie Warehouse. Between this 
office and the first floor of the warehouse is a large window which at 
the time of the robbery was unbarred. Foot prints on the window sill 
and other evidence indicates that someone climbed through the office to 
the first floor of the warehouse where they were able to ma the door 
to the truck loading dock. 


The lock on the elevator was broken and the whiskey could then be 
moved up the elevator practically to the very door of the waiting truck. 
In a discussion with employees, particular!y warehouse men, we were 
informed that this elevator is of such a capacity that it would readily 
carry 150 cases of whiskey per trip. We were informed by the warehouse 
foremen, his assertion being made on the basis of experience having loaded 
and unloaded many thousands of cases of whiskey in this same warehouse 
and with this same elevator that two men could in a period of two hours, 
and not to exceed two and one-half hours, load from the basement ware- 
house into a truck the 400 cases of whiskey in question, 


It is outside the province of this committee to attempt to indicate 
the criminal involved. However, we do believe that the Enforcement 
Officers are very definitely on the right track in their endeavor to appre- 
hend the person or persons responsible. And inasmuch as they have en- 
listed the assistance of the Federal Alcohol Tax Unit, sheriffs and local 
officials and the F. B. I., as far as possible, we are in the hope that who- 
ever may be responsible will be subsequently apprehended. Of this loss 
sustained by the State of Montana, $10,000.00 was covered by insurance. 
The total loss was $12,064.78. The net loss to the State of Montana was 
$2,064.73. 


The committee made a thorough inspection of the premises at the 
Central Warehouse. We discussed with the heads of each department their 
respective duties. We checked as far as possible the kind and quantity 
of liquor on enventory December 81st, 1946. 


We were gratified to find that while during the war years a consid- 
erable amount of off-brand merchandise came into the hands of the Board, 
as we believe did with every other merchandise business, virtually all of 
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this off-brand merchandise for which there is very definitely no public 
demand, has now been disposed of, some of it at a loss. However, the 
nearly five million dollars worth of liquor on hand January 1st of this 
year is composed of brands for which there seems to be a constant and 
ready market. An examination of the report of the office of the State 
aes covering January 1st, 1946 thru to December 31st, 1946, indicates 
as follows: 


“The inventory taken on December 30th and 31st, 1946. Warehouse 
being closed to all business during this time. Disbursements are all by 
vouchers. ‘These are all checked, also all receipts were checked and cash 
in office was verified by count. A reconcilement of receipts and disburse- 
ments was made, also reconcilement of the halance in the office of State 
Treasurer. All beer and liquor licenses and Beer Tax Receipts were 
checked and reconciled with remittances to the State Treasurer. The 
excise Tax, based on 8% of sales, was checked and verified with remittances 
to the State Treasurer. Accounts Receivable, Accounts Payable, Freight 
Claims, Liquor Permits, and Other Income were checked and reconciled. 
The minutes of the Board were neat and give good detail of the Board’s 
actions. Records were found to be well kept, posted up to date and in 
reconcilement.” 


Concluding your committee should like to make the following observa- 
tions: 


First, that it is our personal opinion that the offices of those respon- 
sible for the discharge of liquor laws of this State are better than any 
public comment could possibly imply and in keeping with good business 
practices with very few exceptions. 


We feel that in light of the problems imposed on any mercantile busi- 
ness by a condition of war a creditable job has been done. It is however, 
our personal opinion that in some instances certain members of the Board 
have had a tendency to usurp the responsibility of the Administrator, who 
alone should be charged with certain duties and is answerable to the Board 
for these problems. The reason, we believe, that these responsibilities 
should remain at all times vested with the Administrator, is the fact that he 
is held responsible to acocunt for his action to the Montana Liquor Control 
Board, while the individual members of the Board itself do not necessarily 
need to make any specific accounting to anyone. 


It comes to our attention that an annual convention is held by all 
the Monopoly States at which convention all of the Montana Liquor Con- 
trol Board und the Administrator have in the past been in attendance. We 
can see no particular reason for the attendance of the full Board and 
respectfully suggest that in the future, as much might be obtained from 
these meetings if only attended by the Chairman of the Montana Liquor 
Control Board and the Administrator as is obtained by the full Board. 
We are frank to admit that during the period of short supply of liquor 
a full attendance of the Board might have been justified, but we are still 
firm in the conviction that with the greater supply a continuation of this 
policy is not imperative. 


The committee should like to mention again that our conclusions and 
findings as set forth in this report are not a result of hasty conclusions. 
The reason that the report is submitted to the body at this late hour is 
because we were waiting for the report of the office of the State Examiner 
and which report was made available earlier than February 25th, 1947.

Since what has been denominated, a report of a special committee has 
been submiited, and since there was in fact no special committee, but 
only a sub-committee of the Liquor Control Committee; and since there 
has been no action on any report of the sub-committee with reference to any 
investigation of the Montana Liquor Control Board; and despite the fact 
that the report of the so-called special committee only came to our at- 
tention late on the night of the 59th Legislative day; we wish to make 
the following brief statement: 


It is obvious that there has been no real investigation of the activities 
and business administration of the Montana Liquor Control Board. The 
report of the sub-committee of the Liquor Control Committee itself is ample 
evidence to this effect. No counsel was employed. No accountant was 
hired. No subpoena issued. No evidence was taken. What is reported is 
no investigation but merely some friendly visiting by a friendly sub-com- 
mittee with a friendly liquor board administration. The report merely 
defends and justifies. It is a whitewash and we feel its contents so in- 
dicate in louder words than any we could use. The sub-committee speaks 
of the inhibitions by time and yet claims a thorough investigation of the 
“premises, books and methods of administration was made” in less than 
three days. Such a claim is preposterous. It is contradicted in the report 
when it is stated that the lateness of the report—ready on the 59th legis- 
lative day—was caused by waiting for the State Examiner’s report, which 
latter report is shown to have been made available on the 51st legislative 
day. 


No copy of the State Examiner’s report is attached but it is clear 
that such report is based on what is presented to the Examiner, not on 
any independent search of the facts. The Examiner talks of reconciling 
receipts and disbursements, and comments that the minutes are neat and 
in good detail and records well kept. We submit that what the people 
of Montana want is not found entirely in minutes and records kept by the 
Board. What Montana citizens want to know about is what has been 
kept out of the minutes and records, but from the report of the sub-com- 
mittee no effort was made along that line. There is not even reference to a 
loss of over $200,000.00 on the Tequila deal of odorous history. 


Even on matters covered by the report we believe the Board stands 
condemned of lax practises. Take the item of insurance: It is stated that 
the Board is not required to advertise for bids but did so in one instance 
because of relationship existing between one board member and the agent 
having the coverage. Why in the name of common sense shouldn’t all 
insurance letting be on bid? While such a practice may deprive a state 
board of its chance to play politics, it still looks like good business, as 
witness the fact that in the one instance cited the final letting was from — 
some hundreds of dollars less than the initial bid of the agent who was given 
the award, and further that both bids involved were way below the premium 
previously paid when there was no call for bids. 


What was actually done in the instant insurance item is revealing: 
one bid was $10,348.73 the other $9572.95. The lower bid TOTAL was correct 
but a figure used in arriving at the total was incorrect. When the obviously 
erroneous figure was changed the lower bid remained the same. Yet be- 
cause an obvious error was permitted to be corrected the higher bidder 
was told he could “revise” his bid. The higher bidder then became the 
lower bidder by going some six dollars below what had been the low bid, 
and about $200.00 below the previous bid of the same agency. But strange- 
ly enough the original low bidder wasn’t allowed the same sort of “revi- 
sion” privilege, that is of lowering the total of his bid. The handling 
of this matter reflects no credit on the Board but on the contrary is a glar- 
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ing example of officcials acting in the interest of friends rather than of 
the public. 


The present state administration claims to give a good business ad- 
ministration of the monopoly liquor business. . The one insurance item men- 
tioned does not bear out the claim. The situation with reference to liquor 
stamps, on the Board’s own admissions, presents an even more glaring 
example of the lack of even elementary precautions to guard the State’s 
revenues. It has been common knowledge that liquor stamps have been 
floating around the state illegally and in large numbers. The report of 
the sub-committee indicates that this situation exists. When the members 
of the Liquor Control Committee of this House met with the Control Board, 
members of the Board admitted that they had known for years that there 
were stamps outstanding, but when specific complaints were investigated 
no stamps were located. It seems not to have occurred to the Board or 
any of the employees of the Board that a new style or even a new color 
stamp might have been procured, containers restamped, new controls im- 
posed and the whole problem of loss of revenue from bootlegged stamps 
solved. No explanation was offered as to the failure to use a method that 
might have seemed obvious to even a neophyte in the business world. It 
appears that the Board in December, 1946—several years late—decided 
to go to serial stamps. The failure of the Senate to concur in the bill 
passed by the House leaves much to be desired even in the present pro- 
posed set-up. The failure of the Board to act promptly or to act at all 
till on the eve of a possible legislative investigation, is enough to challenge 
our credulity. 


In the report of the sub-committee there is no reference to Store A 
which seems to have been the focus of more criticism from tavern dealers 
and the public than any other feature of current mismanagement on the 
part of the Liquor Control Board. The special purchase or special premit 
system is reported to have operated thru Store A, which appears to be 
an adjunct to the state liquor warehouse. The sub-committee report found 
nothing wrong in the operation of. this part of Montana’s liquor business 
and does not refer with one exception) to the wholesale liquor dealers in 
Montana, licensed by the federal government, even tho the State is said 
to have a monopoly on wholesale liquor business. The following are whole- 
salers other than the State of Montana licensed in this state for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1947 by the United States:

Despite the statements of the sub-committee report, rumors persist 
that the Liquor Control Board did a poor job of handling special purchases; 
that certain dealers sold liquor that had gone thru the State warehouse 
or Store A ‘at black market prices; that favoritism was shown whereby 
exorbitant profits were made by the few; and that the public was denied 
good brands of liquor at state stores. We cannot learn from the sub- 
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committee report that any investigation was made other than conversation 
with those who would of course deny wrong dealing. On this phase we 
feel the report has done a possible injustice to the members of the Liquor 
Control Board and the Administrator, for until a thorough investigation is 
made and the facts publicized as to what actually did happen, the rumors 
will continue and the state administration of the liquor business will remain 
under suspicion. 


Some criticism is made in the sub-committee report that the Board 
has “a tendency to usurp the responsibility of the Administrator”. We 
would still feel that the initial responsibility is that of the Board and 
that they should not escape any of the responsibility because there is an 
administrator. We can not agree that so far the Board has assumed the 
responsibility rightfully chargeable to it. 


There are other matters that should be discussed, including lack of 
full theft insurance on liquor recently stolen, poor buying practices, exces- 
Slve expenses in operation of retail stores, unwillingness of the Board 
to assume any responsibility in enforcement of liquor laws, etc., but these 
comments may serve to indicate that everything is not as rosy with Mon- 
tana’s liquor monopoly as the report of the sub-committee would have 
you believe.
